Cambrai is 
still within artillery range. A great 
railway centre, its lincs have been 
et, and it is of no further use to the 
encmy:. The Hindenburg line has been 
cat and if the Huns are to maintain 
their-line ther must efface the salient 
created by General Byng. This salient 
is in the form of a half circle, its cast. 
erly point about three miles from Cam- 
Lrai. | But this salient is also in the 
form of a wedge and is open to attack 
on three sides, and the Huns have 
thus attacked. Notwithstanding the 
advance of three miles and the retire- 
ment of the allies, unless the Huns 
gain a much greater success their. ef- 
forts will result in failure. If they 
canndt retire the allies from their 
present position the Hindenburg line 
cannot be maintained. Their present 
position in a desperate one, which ac- 
counts for the tremendous attacks re- 
cently made. Appearances indicate 
that an enormous tfort is about to be 
made by the Huns. The Germans are 
of the opinion that if they cannot 
crush the allice before the Americans 
are at the front ther know their de-

OTTAWA, Ont., Jan. 3.—Detalls of 
the election returns now being recelv- 
ed at Ottawa indicate that the victory 
of the Union Government as far as 
English-speaking Canada is. concern: 
ed, was even greater than tho ‘result 
shows. West of the Ottawa River 
there is apparently only one riding 
which had no French or German vote 
which was not carried by the Union- 
{sts. This was West Middlesex. fe- 
ports show that.the German districts 
of Ontario voted overwhelmingly for 
Laurier. Dr. Stecle, of South Perth, 
was defeated almost entirely by the 
German vote. In one poll the vote 
was 146 to 3. This was a poll which 
always gave a latge Conservative ma- 
jority. In North-Perth it was Strat- 
ford and the English townships which 
saved H. B. Morphy. In the German 
townships Mr. Morphy was defeated 
by nearly six hundred—the only votes 
for Union apparently being from the 
occasional English families. 

In South Bruce, where Rueben 
Truax won against the Union candi- 
date, hoe sccured an almost unanimous 
vote in the German dlstricts. Tho 
same story is told from every riding-— 
the German and French vote was solid 
against the Government. 

It was the French vole which de 
fouted Hon. E. N’ Rhodes, Speaker of 
the House, {n Cumberland, There are 
about a thousand French votes in the 
riding and the voto was solid against 
Union.

In Regard to Germany Says Rev. 
Joseph McMahon of New York 


(New, York Times)- - 

The Rev. Jowph McMahon, - pastor 
of Our Lady of Lourdes Roman Cath- 
olic Church, addressing the Catholic 
Library Association on “‘Catholics and 
the Great War’" at Delmonico’s, said 
that, to their everlasting disgrace, 
many Catholics throughout the world 
had taken'the side of Germany,’ be- 
cause of racial and religious prejudice, 
with no regard for.the right or justice 
of the cause of.the Allies. Father Mc- 
Mahon spoke with particular emphasis 
about the Irish Catholics who let 
their hatred of England obscure the 
wickedness of Germany. 

Referring to America, Father Mc- 
Mabon declared that before the entry 
of this country into the war there was 
some divergence among the Catholics 
as to the moral questions involved, but 
after the declaration of war most of 
the doubts diasppeared, as ix shown 
by ‘the fact that while Catholics ‘‘con- 
stitute only one-sixth of the total pop- 
ulation of the United States,” orer 
one-third of the American Army is 
Catholic. But, unfortunately,” he 
added, ‘‘there are men who cannot 
forget racial and religious prejudice. 
From Catholica, prominent. at least in 
their own exes, ] hare received letters 
which, if I bad turned them over to 
the Secret Service, would have caused 
their writers to be interned until the 
end of the war, A priest sent me a 
letter in which she lamented that he 
had erer become a citizen of the Unit- 
ed States, forgetting that no one com. 
pellod him to do so and that the sea 
was still open for his return. 

“Imagine the harm that these few 
would do if they were not restrained 
hy prndence and the Secret Service. 
But these eases are only sporadic, and 
do not represent the Catholics in this 
country.”* 

Father McMahon aid that one of 
the saddest things in the war was the 
attitnde of the German Catholics’ who, 
Lefore the war, had condemned the 
very crimes of militarism” which they 
now attempt to justify as military ne 
cewities,. “What happened in Ger- 
many,” he said, “was that a gentle

Stock Bulletin 
For The Farmers 


ing. 


Dominion and Ontario Depart: 
ments of Agriculture to 
Co-operate 


Co-operative action between the Do- 
minion and Ontario Departments of 
Agriculture will, in the course of Ute 
noxt few months, give to the stock 


‘ralsors of Ontarlo a service’ that will 


largely rewo.e the disadvantage un- 
der which farmers have been laboring 
in solling their stock. The two de: 
partments through thelr respective 
market branches propose to give the 
«tock-ralsers monthly information as 
to the supply of cattlo in Ontario and 
the number ‘of head due to come up- 
ou tho markots. By this data stock- 
raiscrs will be able to keep In touch 
with conditions and to acll tholr cattlo 
at the best average prices. 

The plan was first put into oficet In 
a partial way by the Fedcral Dopart- 
ment of Agriculture, the purpose 
being to secure records of deliveries at 
the stock yards. and the prospective 
monthly deliverics, In ordor that the 
service might be mado moro effective 
the Ontarlo Department of Agricul- 
ture hayo arranged to co-operate with 
the Federal department. Within the 
next day or two all tho district repro: 
xentatives in Ontario will be {ustruct- 
od to select. from twelve to fiftcen far- 
mers, who are familiar with cond! 
tlons In thoir respective districts. Tho 
district representative on the first of 
each month will get certain specified 
information as to live stock condi 
tlons, the number of head going to 
market and the nufiler tho farmers 
will “have ready for market over a 
period of several months, 

‘This data will be sent in to phe mar- 
kets branch in Toronto, tabulated, and 
sent op ta Ottawa. There it*will be 
checked up with the information ro- 
ceived by the markets branch of the 
Federal Department of Agriculture 
and issued to the farmers in bulletin 
form. Where. the reports do not agree,

Canada imported more coal aul 
ing 1917 than in previous vears an 
yet the fuel scarcity is more acute 
than last winter. The poor people 
are the greatest sufferers, for those 
who can afford to lay in large sup- 
plies bought when the prices were 
at the lowest point.

It is one thing to lay 
in a large coal supply when coal is 
cheap’ and plentiful, but? it is an- 
other thing to play the hog when 
t coal is scarce and many people are

actually succeeded, while other peo- 
ple who arc entirely out of coal have 
had to go without.

any sympathy with those whose ac- 
tions increased the sufferings of 
their Icss fortunate neighbors.

VICTIM OF APPETITE. 
Prospector Herings 


A prospector from the Allin coun- 
try In Northern British Columbia 
brings in a belated story af the cap- 
ture of a wolverine which will bear 
telling even. if, the wolverine hide 
now decorates the den of a man who 
does not know anything. about the 
matter, says The Vancouver Sun.

The dog, after a-pretiminary snifl 
dashed snarling under the buok in 
the Corner and ‘appeared with 
a snariiog wotverine at bis ‘Oghting 
end.

{n the category of fair fur. 

Resultant invemtigation produced a 
most Interesting state of affairs. The 
wolverine had fallen victim to bis 
own appetite. The animal, known 
in a denunciatory way to every trap- 
1 
will eat until It nearly bursts, This 
animal when thin and hungry had 
followed the enticement the ap- 
petizing trapper's cabin. Entering 
with little difficulty it had eaten so 
much, that It swelled to‘such an ¢x- 
tent that it could not get out of the 
opening through which it entered.

The records 
of the Military Hospitala Commis- 
sion, under whose direction all dis- 
abled soldiers come when they re- 
turn to this country, show that of the 
400,000 Canadians sent overseas, 
only 31 have been blinded to date. 

Nine of these men have been re- 
turned to Canada ready to carry on 
in professions which they learned at 
St. Dunstan's School for the Blind in 
london, England, and are makinz 
good; the rest are in England, still 
in training, 

There have been several cases in 
which the men have become blind 
after their return to Canada, and 
provision for their re-education has 
been made in the School for the 
Blind at Halifax, under the direction 
of Sir Frederick Fraser.

It may be of interest tv know that 
the Just of those who bad been slavos 
in Canada Ilved till 1871, dylog in 
Cornwall, Ont., in that year.

Canada—who was drowned Oct. 7, 
1404, when the Government sctioon- 
er “Speedy” was lost with all bands, 
passengers, and créw, in Lake On- 
tario, having been last sen of (the 
present) Lakeport. With Gray were 
drowned Mr. Justice Cochran, Angus 
Macdonell (a member of the York 
bar), the High Constable of York 
(Toronto), a2 Indian, Orgetonicut,

{nterpreters, and witnesses. They 
were bound for the little assize town 
on Presque‘Iste Point, called New- 
castle, now quite disappeared, where

On rel 
wreckage of the old there arove the 


finest creation of bridge-bullding 
that any generation bas seer. 


“What courage was required to at- 
tack the work anew cant be icalized 
only when one recalls the extent of 
the defects revealed in the old de: 
sign. True, these discoveries were 
warnings for the succeeding design- 
ers;.but, impressed wilh the terrible- 
neas of th« frat experience, their 
work could not bur be haunted by 
visions of what bad| happened !n that 
dark August of 1907. The néw scruc- 
ture from the start gaye evidence of 
tbe masterly bands responsible for it. 

“Yet, despite the most careful 


| study and precautions, a secoud ace 


cident marred the -récord of the 
structure, when last year the sus- 
panded span, while belong hoisted, 
fell into the river, One might think 
that In the face of this seconu dia- 
couragement the engineers aud con- 
tractors responsible might have war- 
ered In their determination to pro- 
ceed. But he who thought so ‘aile¢ 
to reckon with the mettle of ihe meu 
in charge. Tho wires had not finish- 
ed sending the story of the losi span 
to the world when announcement 
was made that it would be rebullt 
and erected by the very method em- 
ployed last year. 

“Before closing the final chapter 
in the design and erection of this re- 
markable structure, it is proper to 
record the debt that bridge-bullders 
owe to the work at Quebec. It tas 
advanced greatly our knowledge of 
the problems of, larg- compressiago 
members and of tension bars. The 
effects of distortion In trusses were 
explored further than before and 
means devised for dealing with such 
effects. Much knowledge has been 
added to our store of experience on 
the assembly of heavy members, 
while new standards were set as to 
degree of grecision and fiaish io 
sbopwork. \3Then there ds, beyond 
all this, a great gain in our general 
grasp of the problem of very large 
bridges as to practicability and cost, 

“But these are the galus of the 
profession as a whole. To the ia- 
dividual engineer the great value of 
the acblevement lies'in the Jnspira- 
tlon emanating from the- courage 9f 
the men who bave erected on the 
failure of 1907 and the joss of 1916 
this greatest of bridges, and in 40 
doing not only have erected a monu- 
ment to themselves and their cour- 
age and ability, but have vindicated 
the profession before a dobtiog 
world.” 

The bolsting of the truss, we are 
tolé, was marked by some pictures- 
que Incidents, Including the part 
que incidents, Says Harry Barker, 
writing in the)paper quoted above: 

“The faith of the men in the ultl- 
mate success of the enterprise was 
notably increased by the unique ia- 
terest and confidence of the Sillery 
parish priest—Father “fcGuire.

The seventy-Ol(th 
tt followed immediately, and loco- 
motive’cranes were run out to all 
four corners with pin-driving cages 
and pins, At the end of the stroke 
the frst of the elght pins was driv- 
en, The clearances were perfect, and 
each long pio slipped through its eye- 
bars with a few taps from a short 
tall swang by about ten men. Every 
ringing blow of the rails stirred the 
onlookers. And when at four o'clock 
the last foreman shouted, ‘Right, 
here” all restraint among workers 
and watchers Was lost. The crane 
whistles on the bridge picked up the 
men’s cheers and the river boats 
passed the signa! down to the city of 
Quebec, where (by the Mayor's pro- 
clamation) every whistle: aud bell 
and automobile-horn was turned 
loose, and flags and buntings were 
thrown to the breeze everywhere, for 
Quebec realized that Its dream of 
thirty years had come true.”

The Caproni has re- 
cently mado the Turln-London flight, 
the Gothas have bombarded London 
and the Handley-Page hus carried 
nearly a dozen passengers from Lon- 
don to Rome. 

“The AUantic Ocean will not be 
crossed Jn an airplane until] the war 
is over, and when it is crossed it will 
be In an Itallan machine,” sald Liew 
tenant Resnat], the Itallan aviator, 

Resnati stated that be believed tt 
would be possible to cross the At- 
lantic In the Caproni triplane. 

“Signor Caproni,” Resnatl sald, 
‘bas thought of crossing the ocean 
for a long time. He has designed a 
huge machine for the trip. The cratt 
will be equipped with hve motors of 
200 horsepower each, abd will have a 
Wing spread of approximately two 
‘hundred feet.» The machine will ba 
the dreadnought of the alr, and con- 
trary to the general belief, will be = 
band machine Instead of a flying boat, 

“The fying boat is not practicable 
{or crossing the ocean. It is too 
heavy to get the maximum speed for 
a winfmum amount of gasoline. The 
land machine Ja light and speedy, 
and wher the aviator sets out to 
cross the ocean he will not consider 
a safe Janding at sen, Thero will be 
boats to pick up the pilot and passen- 
gers If they are forced to come 
down. lt Is possible to land on the 
water with a land machine without 
loss ‘of life; but*not without loss of 
the machiae,”' 

The Italian. flyer admitted that 
there had been some talk of a Aight 
across the ocean in the Caproni ¢tri- 
plane within the next year or so, but 
indicated that’ the Idea has been 
given up because of the war. 

If,an attempt is made to cross the 
Atlantic In’any of the machines now 
fn use it will be & one-stop. aight, 
Resnati predicted. He thought it 
possible to. go from the Azores to the 
most westerly poittja Spaln. Two 
pilots would be required, however, 
as no man js able to fy longer than 
twenty-four. bours without rest. The 
Meutenant stated in this connection 
that ho has never heen able to Ay 
for more than fifteen hours. ‘ 

“It requires about twenty-five gal- 
lons of gasoline to the one hundred 
miles in the Caproni,” Reapati sald. 
“We-could. carry enough for a non- 
stop Might across the Atlantic, by 
carrgmK auxiliary tanks, 1 would 
select'the- most eusterly point of 
Newfouodl and as my starting polot 
and the most westerly point of Ire- 
land for my objective, approximately 
3,500 miles,” 

Henry Woodhouse, author of the 
Textbook of Naval Aerénautics, who 
bas supported several proposals for 
Oying across tte Atlantic, has com~- 
mented as follows: 

“The transatlantic flight should te 
attempted as soon as possible, and I 
believe that it will be successful the 
Grst trial. So-called Impossible 
things that appearcd more dificult at 
the tlme than the transatlantic fight 
appear to have been done. . . 

“Those who expressed the possl- 
bility of equipping airplanes . with 
two or more motors were consldgred 
visionary, and again matheniatic 
computations were presented to show 
(1) that a machine egdtpped with 
two motors would be diuble to lift 
{ts own welght; (2) \if ‘one motor 
stopped the other motor would make 
the machine circle around, and, pre- 
sumably, disaster would follow.

The first few days of the ex-Sul- 
tan’s visit were wet and cloudy, but 
one morning tho August sun asserted 
Itself with uncompromising efict- 
ency, The villa, reception rooms 
faced south-east, and by 8 o'clock fa 
the morning were {nsufferabix hot, 
for the Sultan refused to close the 
outside shutters, as he liked to see 
and to be seen, Half an hour later 
he decided to change his quarters. On 
the opposite alde of the road a 
charming villa, in the deepest abade, 
with a balcony on the frat door 
wreathed in flowering creepers, Or- 
dering bis slaves to follow bim the 
ex-Sultan strode across the road, en- 
tered the villa, and found his way to 
the upetalr room with the balcony. 
1( waa gorgeous but empty. An Im- 
mense bed, which had evidently heen 
slept io, stood with its head against 
tbe wall: A word frem his Majesty 
and the bed was wheeled by the 
slaves Into thé window which open- 
ed on to the balcony, and, arranging 
the silk quilt and lace-fringed pil- 
lows, the ex-Sultan seated bimaelf 
crusalogged, gazing down Into the 
street below. 

Now the Russian lady of title who 
had occupied the bed had retired 2 
few moments previously into her ad. 
Jacent cabinet de toljette to take ber 
tdorning bath. Her avlutions com- 
pleted, but not clad for a reception, 
she entered her room to find a dusky 
Oriental potentate, with his still 
more dusky slaves, in possession.

DEAL re MOI ARIE, 
OMMENTING on. Gervssoy’t 
management of the war, The 
Independent says: “Most‘ol 
Germany's blunders will not 
be disclosed til after the war, many, 
of thom not until the secret archiver 
and the memuirs of the chief actore 
come-to Nght. after moct of us are 
dead, But sume of her blunders are 
zo glaring that we can ace them even 
gh the battlexmoke, 

“First among thense—the biggest 
blunder that any nation ever com- 
mitted—-was precipitation Ube great 
war. The defendcrs of Germany urge 
that she wax not solely or cltiefly te 
blame, but no one questions that abe 
conld have prevented or at feast 
postponed the war if she had not 
wanted St, that abe could have called 
off Austria and made terms with 
England if she bad wgnled to. No 
one questions now that it would have 
been to her advantage if she had 
made any sacrifice to maintain peace. 
No victory could now ‘compensate 
her for the losses she has already 
sustained. ° Germany had everything 
to lose and little possibly to gain by 
war. She was prosperous and ovt- 
; stripped her trade rivals. 
[the Dagdad railroad—had been ‘re- 

move! by arrangement that gave ber 
} all she bad a right to ask, 
+= But the German generals who had 
\ devoted their lives to the study of 

the problem miscalculated the 
chances, overestimated their power, 
under-eatimated the resistance, mis- 
| underatood the temper of their op- 
ponents for al their elaborate spy 
system, in carrying. oul the plan 
they made egregious errors. They 
| ran short of shells in the fArst- few 
weeks. They lost days in Belgium 
| for which the stubbornness of Licge 
; cannot account. It was a psycholo- 
Tkical mistake to burn. the library of 

Louvain’ 1nd shell the cathedral of 
Rheims, and shoot Edith Cavell. 

“In fact the German armies (ook 
| the wrong road at the start. “Going 
| through Belgium was not the easiest 
| way. We have Premier. Lloyd 
| Georre’s authority for saying - that 

Fngland would not have gone In It 
| Belgium bad not been invaded. It 
} the 42-centimeter howitzers bad been 

at first trained on Verdun Instead ,of 
on Liege, {ts gforts might bare 
| crumbled as aupitiy. 

“Then there Mwas ‘he conspicuou 
blunder, not yet explained, of the de- 
lay of the crown prince to bring bis 
army Into Its appointed place in the 
Mne‘converging upon Paris. . This 
compelled General von Kluck. to 
swing his army to the left to cover 
the gap instead of heading towards 
Parls, and gave Joffre his chance to 
strike at the weak point on the 
Marne, Sptember 5. Of all the 
commanders of the eight German 
armies that invaded France, ‘none 
remains in power except the crown 
prince’s, who are irremovadle no 
matter what mistaxes they make. Of 
the names that figured In the Ger- 

n despatches in ‘94, scarce one 
we appears except Hindenburg. We 
know why the British removed Sir 
John French and the French remov- 
ed Nivelle, but we can only surmise 
why neither Moltke nor his succes- 
sor, Falkenbayn, ia chief of the Ger- 
aan general staff. 

“Before the battle of ‘the Marne, 
or even after Jt, the Germans might 
easily have reached the English 
Channel ‘at Calais, whick they have 
vainly sacrificed hundreds of: thou- 
sands of men to reach. At the slege 
of Antwerp they carelessly left an 
exit between Ghent and the coast 
through which the Belgian and Brit- 
ish forces made their escape. Their 
persistenco in the attack at Verdun 
wan a (rightfully expensive mistake. 
The confidence that the Germans 
placed in the zeppelins has proved 
to b> altogether unwarranted. The 
careful calculation of the calories 
needed by the German people and 
the complicated system of distribu- 
tion turned out to be wrong, and 
Batlocki, the renowned food dictator, 
vanished for a time at any rate. In 
some places there was plenty, in 
others famine. Last year a quarter 
of the potato crop rotted In the 
ground and trainloads of fruit 
spoiled. 

“These are a few conspicuous in-/ 
stances of German mismanagement. 
The lst could be indefinitely extend 
ed, for anybody. can point. out mis-| 

ltakes after they have been. commit- 
Anybody can backsee what 
Napoleon or Grant could not foresee. 
Our object is not to prove the Ger- 
| mans. inefficient, because’ they 9b- 
viously arc not. It is because they 
show such disconcerting efficiency 
that we have occasionally to remind 
ourselves that they are after all 
mere human beings in spite of their 
inhuman’ behatiour. We are not 
fighting jinns or giants. We should 
not believo what the Germans: say 
of thomselves any more than \we 
should belleve what the British say 
of themselves, That is whore the 
Germans made their mistake, in be 
| lieving the British when: they said, 
| by.the mouths cf Kipling, Wells, 
j and the like, that England was sul- 
| fering from fatty degeneration of the 
j beart and capable of nothing but 
| muddling. If It comes to a compari- 
| son of courage--has Germany the 
courage to publish In ihe midst of 
war any confessions of faults like the 
Gallipoll and Mesopotamian reports?

A Clever Soldier Gone. 

Among the young Toronto officers 
who died on the Passchendaele Ridge 
serving thelr country was Lientenant 
Meyer Cohen of the Forty-second 
Bettalion, who a few weeks eariler 
earned ‘the praise of Genera) Lipsett, 
his Divisional! Commander, and Sir 
Arthur Currie, by one of the clere 
eat bits of patrol work done on the 
Lens front during the past season. 

Cohen and five men under his com- 
mand were ont one misty night in 
No Man’a Land, near Merecourt. 
when they discovered a hostile patrol 
of six men sheltering among some 
bushes. The Canadians stalked the 
enemy until they got within almont 
Bointbtenk range and then rushed 
them, killing three and capturing the. 
others. Having taken his prisoners 
back to the Canadian lines, Cohen de- 
cided to go out again with his patrol; 
Teasoning that the sound of firing 
and the failure of the German patrol

investigation. His little group of4 
men had scarcely been posted near, 
the trap In which the first hostile 
patrol had been caught when three 
tnore Germans appeared. They were 
all captured and taken back fo the 
Canadian trenches.

Some time ago the License 
Board instituted a prosecution against 
the proprictors, but when the case 
came up in the Police Coury it was 
found ‘that “Wincarnis” wis off the 
market, and that the wine was being 
prepared under a new formula, Evi- 
dence given in court showed that the 
wine medicated under this formula 
if used as a “beverage,” would prove| 
“nauseating and~ intolerant.” The 
matter was adjourned and the confer- 
ence followed’ During the discussion, 
the chairman, Mr.» Flarelle, pointed 
ont that on the bottles of the new pre- 
paration there was no warning to the 
public that it would have ill-effects if 
used as a bererage. In view of the 
fact that the wine was quite palate- 
able there should, he thought, .be such 
a warning. 

No decision was reached, however, 
pending considcration of samples and 
the formula of the new. preparation 
which Mr. Harding promised to give 
to ‘he board.

summing up of Field Marshal Haig of 
last year's work by the British army 
on the western front. The statemout 
is contained in an official report of 
Gen. Haig's spring and summer cam- 
paigns, which occupies 26 pages of the 
Official Gazette. 

The report covers the period from 
the opening of the offensive to the con- 
clusion of the Flanders offensive’ in 
November. Subsequent events of the 
year, including the Cambrai battle, 
will occupy a scverate report. which is 
to be published shortly. 

Gen. Haig. closes the repoct with a 
brief tribute to the Americans. 
says Gen, Haig,

the well-known energy and ability of 
that great nation. Already many 
thousands of American soldiers are in 
France.

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WAR BADGES READY: 


Be Di 
Classes. 

The Militia Department advises, 
that war service badges are now 
ready for ixsue, $nd recommends that 
applications De‘sent in through Dis- 
trict Headquarters without delay. 

A different badge 43 i: sued for ea 
of the four clusses, which are 
follows: ‘ 

Class A—For members of the C, 
E. F. who bave seen active service 
at the front and are now on duly in 
Canada, or who have been honorably 
retired or discharged. 

Class B—For memberr of 
c..E. F. honorably retired or dis- 
charged: op account of old age. 
wounds, or sickness, rendering them 
permanently untit for, service, after 
having seen service in England or at 
the front. 

Class C—For members of the 
Cc. E. F. honorably retired or dis- 
charged on account of old age, in- 
juries or sickness, rendering them 
unfit for service, after having seen 
service in Canada. 

Class D—For men who offered to 
enlist prior to August 10th, 1917, 
and were rejected.as and still are 
medically unfit, and for members of 
the C. E. F. honorably retired or dis- 
charged who are not enttiled to any 
otber badge, provided’ that they are 
medically unfit. 

With reference to the first three 
classes the Militia Department | an- 
nounces that no men are eligible for 
the badges who have been discharg- 
months of enlist- 
ment, unless for disabilities cnused 
by service, discharged by reason of |}. 
stoppage ‘of working pay, or dis- 
charggd.as unlikely to become eff- 
elent: soldiers, unless for disabilities 
caused by service. 

All men applying for Class D 
vadges must undergo a further med- 
feal examination, Should a man 
qualify under both Classes A and JS 
he Is entitled to both badges, but no 
man recelving the badge of Class A 
or that of Class B, or botb, shall re- 
cole the badges of Class C or Class 
Dd. 
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With reference to the Canadian 
Patriotic Fund badges for service at 
the front, which have been Issued in 
some number, the department states 
that holders of these must upply for 
a war service badge, Class A, and 
discontinue the wearlos of thelr pre- 
gent badge. The same rule applies 
to the C. E. F. badge for service In 
Sogland only, but in the latter case 
the holder should apply for a Class 
B war service badge.

Two gallant men also were Private 
Albert Halton, K. O. R. Lancs Regl- 
ment, of Carnforth, and Private Jno. 
Brown Hamilton, Highland L. I, of 
Lanarkshtro. . 

Halton rushed forward about 200 
{yatds under very heavy fire, and cap- 
tured a‘ machine-gun and crew, after 
he brought in twelve prisoners. 

With the utmost coolness, Hamilton 
carried up and distributed ammunil- 
tion In heavy. fire and in full view of 
solpers and machineguns. This ras 
the fine work of Privato Arthur Hutt,; 
Royal Warkwickshire segiment, who 
lives at Earisdon, When all 
the officers and N.C.O.'s of a platoon 
kad became casuulties, he took com- 
mand, of the forward alone and shot 
she officer and three men in an enemy’ 
post,’ causing between forty and filtv 
vuthers to surrender. We carried in 
four wounded under heavy’ fire, and 
saved them from becoiming prisoners

Woodworking, both carpentry and 
furniture making; draughtsmansbl!p, 
gardening, poultry raising are some 
of the other things taught. Outdoor 
work especially benefits many of the 
men. “And occupation has a healing 
quality for body and mind In Itself. 

After a time men are discharged 
from the convalescent centre and 
from the army. But those whose 
disabilities débar them from resum- 
ing theirformer employments may 
have further training, and this is 

re re-education really begins. 

Each man has to choose his new 
vocation for himself, but he has the 
advantage of excellent advice and the 
opportunity to correct a choice which 
he decides to have been mistaken. 
He is no Jonger In the army, but his 
further training is without cost to 
himself, and he and his family con- 
tinue to recelve compensation pay~ 
ments from the Government. 

Often the occupational work at 
the convalescent centre dovetails 
with the later trainiog. So far as 
possible the men are steered into the 

dy of the trades in which wage 

dards are high, employment 
steady, and the demand for labor 
constantly increasing. These con- 
siderations are taken {nto ‘Account 
for the future, and temporary condi- 
tlons occasioned by the war are dis- 
counted. 

Machine shop practice, gasoll 
engine operation (stationary or tra! 
tor), automobile mechanics (opera- 
tion and repair), electric power sta 
tion practice,’ railroad or commer 
clal telegrapby, surveying, archi- 

* tectural draughting, some forms of 
manufacturing, the work of sanitary 
inspectors, chemistry, motion picture 
projection, public school teaching 
aod farming are some of the trades 
for which Canadian soldiers are ft- 
ted by re-education. They are sent to 
schools, factories, and fields to get 
thelr training. 

Those who have thelr direction 
seek and gain their friendship. The 
disabled man {s not “Jackson,” but 
“Mr. Jackson,” when the vocational 
officer addresses bim. “A amall 
point,” as Mr, McMurtrie allows, but 
typical of an effort, generally suc- 
cessful, to strengthen the ex-soldier’s 
courage in the task of beginning life 
anew.

Emerging {rom his seclusion on the 
following day, he remarked to one of 
the members of his family, “Now, it 
seems, I know a little about it and 


This recalls thut power of Napol- 
eon—almost as remarkable as bis 
specifically military genlus—to ab- 
sorb within a few hours off the main 
features of a complex and unfamiliar 
problem and at once to supply the 
best solution of it. It should be re- 
membered that till Kerensky became 
Minister for War the army was an 
absolutely unknown feld to him. He 
had not even served the usual term 
in the ranks. And yet he bud been 
only a few days onthe visit to the 
front which followed bis appolnt- 
ment, when General Brusilof en- 
thusiastically exlaimed: “Kerensky 
is the very man the Russlan army 
needs.”

Certainly Alsace is French at 
heart and French by tradition, the 
more so because It did not cease be- 
ing-a pure geographic unit, to ac- 
quire personality and to develop its 
own character. after it was uniled to 
France. 

All these are proper and asignifi- 
cant'considerations; they touch, how- 
ever, but one side of the question. 
They allow the supposition that the 
question Is one purely between 
France and Alsace-Lorrainé and that 
in restoring Alsace-Lorraine to 
France we will almply be ylelding to 
the wishes of both populations.

The continuance 
of these provinces as French terri- 
tory was the sign and symbol of the 
superiority in Europe of the will of 
} Europe over the will of Prussia, And, 
at that time, the very conscious am- 
bition of Pruasia was to play ‘that 
role In Germany and in Europe te 
which Austria had once aspired, 1.0, 
to rule unrivalled over Europe. 

That is why beginning with 1819 
Pru never left off contesting the 
right of France to possess Alsace- 
Lerraine, and piled up arguments 

of historical, political, and strategic 
sopbistications to persuade Germany 
and the world that the wrong of 115 
must be righted.

Here ix a remarkable example (re- 
produced in the Journal des Debats 
of May 2, 1917) of the importance 
which foresighted Eurepeans attach- 
ns of Prussia: 

On the 6th o! bruary, 1838, M 
de Chasteau, French charge d'‘af- 
faires at Turin, bad a eenversation 
with the Comte de Ia Tour, Minis- 
fer of Foreign Affairs of King 
Charies-Albert, in the course of 
which the latter said: “We were 
undecided at the time of the Rero- 
Jution of July, whether to declare 
war on France or not . The opposi- 
tion prevailed. . -" And as the 


-| conversation led M de Chastcau to 


use the words “diamemberment of 
France,” M de La Tour replied: 

“Ab,.on that point we fight with 
you! We havo need of a powerful | 

‘ance. . .;. Lacking that, ¢here 
would be no equilibrium in Europe. 
What would pecyna of the smaller 
States? And the Comts 
La Tour ended with these words: 

“Remember that if there in ever a 
question of taking Alsace-Lorraine 
away from you, we are\on your side, 
And s0 you can see an eventual al- 
stance between us.” 

In 1844, Helorich Heine wrote to 
his compatriots in his preface to; 
“Deutschland”: “Personally | am 4 
unable to incorporate Alsace and 
Lorraine into the Empire as easily. 
as you do it.” 

Under the influence of Prussia this. \ 
thought (of incorporating the two 
provinces) penetrated deeper and. 
deeper into the spirit of Germany, 
When, in 1869, I went to Heidelberg, 
to take a course under Ed Zeller and 
to study the university system of 
Germany, the first student to whom I 
spoke. began the conversation with 
these words: 

“We are going to have a war with 
you.” 

"Why?" 

“Well, aren't you. holding back Al- 
gace and Lorraine?” . 

Not in France, but in Germany did 
l realize what the German claim 
algnified.

States, adding — 

“This is as unexpected as It is 
agreeable. The hat bas been banded 
Uncle Sam so often that he is getting 
used to it. If Brazil really needed 
money she could have It. South Am- 
ericans feel assured that going into 
war will «be the cause of a new 
awakening of public spirit In Brazil.” 

Hrazil includes nearly half the ter- 

ritory and about half the population 
of South America. Her resources, 
though but partially developed, are 
enormous, In an inte 
by Admiral Docotim put 
Philadetphia Ledger, it is asserted 
that while her efficient trained forces 
are now only about 150,000 men, 
abe could raise a force of 1,785,000 
for her army. But ber contribution 
will rather be in food, lumber, and 
otber supplies. The St. Louis Post 
Despatch summed {it up under the 
caption, “Bully for Brazil,” as fol- 
lows: 
“Brazil can do much toward push- 
ing the war to a successful conclu- 
sion, With forests whose area is 
One-third that of Europe, she can 
supply timber to build ships, and 
wood to eke out the coal supply of 
the Allies. She can furnish rubber 
in abundance, many necessary drugs 
and dyes, She has ores and sulphur. 
Her cotton, coffee, and sugar produc- 
Uion are already great and can be ex- 
panded. She can help feed the forces 
of democracy. Ranking second 
among the South American republics 
commercially, with an estimated 
Population of 25,000,000, Brazil's 
accession to the Allied ranks will 
certainly have weight even with Ger- 
man statesmen who have hitherto 
beets defiant.” 2

HE new Union Government 
in Newfoundland havizg, it 
fs hoped, eliminated the 

‘| {tem of partisan political 
jawatfare struggle, is now about to 
wrestle with the problems pertaining 
to the development of the fisheries of 
the island and making“ them more 
valuable. It In estimated that the 
¢atch of cod in ‘Newfoundland this 
year will equal 2,000,900 quintals 
(112 pounds), a larger catch than 
the previous record-breaking one, 
which was in 1908, when 1,800,000 
quintals were exported The value, 
however, to the fishermen of this 
year's catch will be vastly greater 
than that of nine years ago. At 
that time the (total value was only 
about $5,000,000, while this year it 
is expected that the total will be 
$15,000,000. This increase Is dus fo 
the enormously high prices prevail- 
ing for all foodstuffs the present 
year, and especially for fish, which 
Onds a large market in the countries 
of Southern Europe, where New- 
foundland has now a virtual mono- 
Poly owing to the former European 
competitors being unable to carry ou 
thelr industry in the North Sea by 

j reason of the naval activities In that 
region. 

It fs the ambition of some of the 
Government authorities to see an 
average annual catch of about 2,- 
000,000 quintalx of cod hereafter, 
and it {s hoped to attain this by (1) 
encouraging the fishermen to utilize 

} to. the fullest possible extent motor- 
bOats as auxiliaries instead of the 
boats worked by oars‘or sails mainly 
in use heretofore; (2) to encourage | 

sour people to prosecute the fishery 
on the Grand Banks inore extensive- 
ly, It being now the lecet active 
branch of our staple industry, being 
areally exceeded by the catch on 
Lebrador and enormously so by the 

} catch around our own coasts made by 
the Gshermen who operate from 
their own homes in small crafts: (3) 
to provide a continuous supply of 
bait fishes which bas “hitherto not 
been attempted owing to various dif. 
ficulties; (4) to encouraxe the build- 
ing of schooners for the Yariovs 
branches of the fishing Industry; (3) 
to educate th+ beys and young men 
to eDgege nore actively in the fish- 
erles instéad of abandoning them for 
other pursuits; (6) ,to establish a 
standard “cull,” or grade, for fish, so 
as to ensure the production of the 
best article, and tlereby ensure the 
fullest value for {t; (7) to expand 
and develop the foreign markets to 
which our fish now go; (8) to mod- 
esnize and bring up to date the Co- 
lonial Fisheries Department. 

Dealing with these in detail, it is 
Pointed, out that the motorboat 
k ly reduces the labor which the 
fisbUrmen are called upon to give to 
their industry and ensures much 
larger returns, the estimate being 
that {t Increases a- fisherman’s in- 
come by 25 to 50 per cent.,' because 
it renders It possible for him to fish 
for a longer period, and he can pro- 
ceed to and return from the fishing 
srounds in all but the worst weather 
by this means: The fishing on the 
Grand Banks is not being enlarged 
because of the great risks to life and 
limb inrolved, to be compared with 
those to be faced.by the fishermen 
who operate from the coast, while 
the latter, by reason of improved ap- 
Pliances and higher prices, are get- 
tiog much more money with much 
lessyhardship. There ia also a griev- 
ance among the crews of the bank- 
ers over the manner in which the 
cateh Is shared, and a suggestion fod 
an improvement in. regard to this 
industry is that a bonus be given for 
every thousand Osh taken by the 
men. 

The policy of a continued bait 
supply is being actively considered at 
the present time, and it {s hoped 
that depots for’the storing of the 
Small fishes used as bait for the cod 
can %e erected at acost of about 
$2,000 each, and a hundred of these 
located around the seaboard and 
served by a few modern cold storage 
Plants, and thereby large motorboats 
equipped for the distribution of ‘the 
bait, would enable the fsherfolk to 
secure all of this they require.

While. the two while races in Can 
ada, French, and English, are ine 
dulging in the bitterest kind of argu. 
ment as to what ought to be tho at- 
titude of Canada In helping to wir 
the world war against Germany, it 
{s pleasing to obgerve the unanimity 
with which the old-time Indian 
allies respectively of France and 
England have each responded to the 
call, says a writer In the Outlook.

When 
the great war beran a fow Indians 
enlisted in the battalions which com- 
prised the first contingent, but did so 
entirely on their own Initiative and 
withoul any encouragement from 
the Canadian war office.

Hurt, but undaunted, the Indians 
voted money from their tribal funds 
to the Canadian and Hritish Hed 
Cross societies, they bought and pre:

As a precaution againrt an actual 
shortage the Minister of Agriculture 
authorized the Dairy Commissioner 
to purchase a quantity of pepsin to 
be'sold to cheese makers at cost in 
cases of fallure on their part to 30- 
cure supplies through the regular 
trade channels, or in the erent of 
any attempt being made to unduly 
{nflate the price of pepsin. The re- 
sult is that cheese makers can now 
secure pepsin in both liquid and 
powdered form at a price which, al- 
though higher than the pre-war 
price of rennet extract, is only about 
one-third the present cost of stan- 
dard rennet extract.

Ho sces in the warnow a 
struggle for existence on the part of 
England. Although he spoke much of 
the ‘indiscretions and clumsy policy 
of the Wilhelmstrasse and profeased 
to believe in German atrocities, he has 
in essentials hardly changed his’ poll- 
tleal orientation. 


Calliaux Asks For Criticism 


“Caillaux welcomed indirect court- 
esies from me but emphasized the ex- 
treme caution which he Is obliged to 


show as the French Government, he 
sald, had him watched even here. He 


warns us against the excessive praise 
bestowed upon him by our papers, es- 
pecially the Neue Frele Presse, and 
desired on the other hand, that the 
Mediterranean and Morocco agree- 
ments should be adversely criticized.

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Mong the men who make up the 
vast acrial army now yying trained 
in different parts of ths continent 
from Texas to Toronto there is one 
common confession that seems at first 
thought surprising. Tt is generally 
presumed that an Javiator's greatest 
thrill comes at the moment he first 
meets an enemy machine in combat 
an) sends hurtling down from & 
height of thousands of feet in the air 
his first victim.

The right eye is re- 
covering and there are hopes that It 
will) be. strong. A wound in the 
throat almost severed his windpipe, 
another was at the back of the neck 
and others about the face. He was 
in‘fall drees uniform at the time, but 
was so covered with blood that he 
was absolutely unrecognizable as he 
lay in the morgue. 

Three times be wae approached in 
the morgue after he became con- 
scious. The first was when he heard 
the voices, the second was when 
footsteps sounded but did not come 
near, the third was after a longer 
time and he had been able. to turn 
on his hands and knees. How long 
this might have been he bas no 
idea, for his first real consciousness 
came to him In the hospital. “i 

Speaking to his brother-in-law af- 
terwards, be said “that as he came 
to life be prayed ‘Now, God, you have 
helped me before. Help me now to 
help myself, and when the footsteps 
approached I grabbed in the dark and 
caught the ankles of a man. He 
gavo an awful shout, I asked him 
to help me to a lavatory, which he 
did, and then he left me, and that Is 
the last I have known of -bim. Then 
I went off into unconsciousness again. 
When I came around I thought of how 
I came In, and found the door out. 
Just there a nurse, met me, She 
gave a shriek and said, ‘My what a 
sight you are,’ but ahe did not leave 
me.” She got help and got me to tho 
hospital.” He is now slowly recov-

The Exhibition Prospers. 


The Canadian National Exhibition 
directors have a pleasant surprise in 
store for Finance Commissioner 
Bradshaw of Toronto. At a meeting 
of the board the interim financial 
statement for the fourth war year 
Exhibition was presented and refiect- 
ed a most prosperous condition of af- 
fairs. As a result of the Confedera- 
tion year operations the Exhibition 
will ‘present to the city 
check in the history of the associa- 
tion. 

It was‘estimated early In the year 
that the surplia would amount to 
$35,000 and this sum was placed in 
the civic estimates. It develops, 
however, -though the actual figures 
have not been announced, that the 
sum to be turned over will nearly 
double the original estimate and will 
exceed the surplis of any previous 
year, not excepting 1913,-the record 
! year, 

In the latter year Mr. John G. 
Kent, who was then president, paid 
over_to the city $62,000. This year 
Mr. Kent will make another record 
when with President Marshall he will 
place in Mr. Bradshaw's hands a 
chque for an even Jarger amount 
within the next couple of days. 

In addition to presenting the city 
with a record-sized cheque the Ex- 
hibition has also met the expense 
out of earnings in 1917 ‘of heavy 
maintenance and improvement 
charges usually borne by the city. 

The amount which the city will re- 
ceive this year is all the more re- 
markable when compared with 1913, 
because of the fact that in the record 
year there was an attendance of I,- 
009,000, against only 917,000 In 
1917. As compared with the 19146 
Exhibition substantial Increasen in 
revenue willbe shown In every de- 
partment. -!

Returns for the Soldiers, 

Despatches announcing tho results 
of the polling of the recunt Dominion 
elections at Bramshott “Camp were 
carried to Canadian headquarters in 
London, distant some forty miles, by 
relays of two teams, the runners coo- 
sisting of some twenty men. Thu 
road race was organized by the Y. 
M.C. A, Each soldier ran two miles, 
a lorry following picking up tho 
tunners, so that all arrived together 
in London, where the message was 
delivered to General Turner. 

A“Y” representative met and took 
the men for a bath and clean-up, and 
afterwards they had dinner and a 
theatre evening, returning to camp 
in the morning by lorry.

The university plants for 
technical training are ideal, although the courses have to be sdapted to 
shorter periods of time. The University of Toronto, McGill, Qucen’s, 
the University of Saskatchewan and University of British Columbia 
have all taken an active interest in the work. 

Courses have been arranged to provide instruction in, motor me- 
‘chanics, machinist work, tool making, pattern making, beta betrg work 


and telegraphy. 


In some instances the vocational officers have arranged for men to 
complete arts courses, aod in others men who had started to be scien- 
tibc farmers have been given cours in the Agricultural Colleges to com- 
plete their training upon’ theic retusn from the front. a 

In some of the universitics courses in mining, milling and assay- 
ing have been offered the men. In no ease has an institution heen 
found unwilling to make arrangements for courses with the vocational 
training branch of the M.H.C.‘to whom the re-education of the ree 
turned soldier has been entrusted. + 


Some of the courses are only of two months duration, but where 
it is necessary the courses may in-rare cases’ extend over twenty-four 
months. The men receive pay and allowances as well as tuition during 
this time. ‘ 

Our own Albert College is particularly well equipped for the re- 
education of returned soldiers, and there is every indication that a num- 
ber of the soldier boys will take advantage of the exceptional facilities 
available at this splendid seat of learning. ;

Hard Work For the Middle Classes te 
Make Both Ends Meet. 

Dr, Takata, Japanese min(ster of od- 
ucation, bas recently published a book 
concerning economle conditions in Ja- 
pan, ‘The pinch comes harder upon the 
middie classes than upon the lower 
classes einco tbe former must not only 
live, bat must ket up a respectable, 
appearance on salaries no greater than 
those that men who work at trades 
Treceire. 

For example, according to Dr. Taka- 
tal a primary school teacher carns 
$15.2 a month, but bis lowest budget 
for a family of ‘four reaches $1733. 
His wife must do work at bome to 
earn the deficit. A magazine editor 
and writer who has a wife, two chil- 
dren and a maid spends $32.75 monthly 
on household sundries. Sis earnings 
are irregular, but always below his ex- 
penses. He bas been compelled to bor- 
row money from bis wife's relatives, 
and her trousseau is not unknown to 
the pawnsho 

The learned author states that two- 
thirds of the Tokyo doctors earn no 
more than $0 a month. Obriously the 
professional classes of Japan are in the 
stip of conditions that are far from en- 
viable, ,

Washingten Monument. 

The cornerstone of the Washington 
monpment was laid on its fine site, 
which oreriooks Wasbington, George- 
town, Arlington and Mount Vernon, by 
President Polk July 4, 1843. Its mar 
ble shaft rises in all the dignity of un- 
adorned simplicity to the height of 555 
feet. The base of the shaft is fifty-five 
feet square, and it gtadoally tapers 
until at the 500 foot point it bas dimin- 
ished to Jess than thirty-five fect. This 
monument is said to contain 18,000 
blocks of marble, each two feet thick. 
They were lifted on an clevator run by, 
steam, suspended in an inner frame- 
work of Iron, which was built up at in- 
tervals, thirty or forty feet at a time, in 
advance of the surrounding masonry. 
The aluminum capstone, nine inches 
high, was set in position Dec. 6, 1834, 
thirty-six years and a half after the 
cornefstone was laid,

rend troops to protect American pro- 
perty. A smail body of troops was 
sent. Under protest, and acting on 
the advice of her ministers, the 
queen surrendered to these troops to 
avold bloodshed. A treaty of annex- 
ation was negotiated the next month 
with the United States, bnt this was 
withdrawn by President Cleveland 
We he came /nto power in March, 

The United States 
then_ordered the reinstatement of 
the mn, The republican govern- 
ment which bad been set up when 
she relinquished office wads» under 
Sanford B. Dole, who was president. 
Backed by the whites and with the 
sympathy of many Americans at 
home, he refused to allow the 
queen's reinstatement. / The United 
States then refused to intervene to 
relnstata the queen. 

On July 4, 1894, the republic was 
proclaimed. <A plot during that year 
to overthrow the republic was .frus- 
trated, and the queen was arrested. 
The plof was broken up on January 
6, 1895, and on January 24 she re- 
nounced her claim to the throne and 
swore allegiance to the republic. On 
September 17 she was granted condi- 
tional pardon and on Auguat 12,

MONTREAL, Jan: 2'.—La Presse 
says: “The moderato tone in which 
the debate on the/Francocur motion 
has opened in thd Legislature is the 
only method of attaining. the end in 
view, Our legislators havo resisted 
the councils of the extremists, and the 
people of other Provinces will medi- 
tato seriously upon Mr. Francocur’s 
words and tho line of conduct they in- 
dicate.

Of such enthusiasts there Is a large 
and increasing number in the United 
States as well as in Canada, for it

Documents Board, it may be added 
that already Dr, Shortt has been a 
practical worker In the mine of ma- 
terial, having collaborated with Sir 
Arthur G, Doughty [a the prepara- 
tion of a very useful collection of 
public documents selected from the 
contents of the Archives, of which 
Mr. Doughty has had charge sioce 
the retirement of Mr, Douglas Brym- 
ner, the first Archivist of the Do- 
minign. Professor Charles W. Colby 
(s well known as a member of the 
teaching staff of McGill University, 
and as a writer on historical subjects, 
and mutatis mutandis {jhe same 
atatement, applies to Professor Geo. 
M. Wrong, who has charge of the de- 
partment of bistory in the Univer- 
sity of Toronto. The name of Mr, 
Thomas Chapais of Quebec is not as 
familiar to the English-speaking 
people of Canada as it should and 
hereafter will be; he {s pre-eminent- 
ly sulted to carry on research work 
among the documents in French, re- 
lating not_merely to ‘the bistory of 
Quebec Province prior to 1783, but 
also to the history of Lower Canada 
before and during the union with 
Upper Canada, ‘and as part of the 
Dominion of Canada since 1867. 

Not much has been told the pute 
yet as to the way in which tba 
Board is expected to carry on its 
very important work, but it is al- 
veady known that Dr. Shortt will be 
a salaried oficer of the DonJjnion 
Civil Service, and be will doubtless 
be expected to devote his whole time, 
ability, skill, and learning tv the 
work of the Board: fortunately be 
wil! beyond question dnd that work 
e@ugenial.

Any argument which the opposition 
may advance In favor of Union gorern- 
ment In Ontario will be looked upon 
with misgiving. §£ information on the 
point fs correct, and there is almost 
sure to be a aolid front put up against 
such a scheme. .

ation of a Union Government neces- 
sary fof the Dominion do not. apply 
provinclally, some Conservatives say,, 
and therefore the idea is merely taken 
as a means of holding off an election 
while preparation ts being made for a 
contest later with better chances, of 
winning. 

Coupled with the activity prevailing 
at the pariiameat buildings in antici- 
pation of the session which is soon 
to open, is the election question, which 
is discussed quite freely. The next 
few weeks will tell the story.

POEMS IN PATOIS. 


“Nor shor Verses” Come From 
New Brunswick. 


Another Canadian poet who is 
Gnding his material in a part of the 
treated Jn 
verse has just come before the Can- 
adlan public, In “Nor’ Shor* 
Verses’ Richard D. Ware haa put 
into poetic form the dialect spoken 
by the people who live on the north 
shore of New Brunswick, between 
the Miramich! and the Bay of Cha- 
leur. Mr. Ware tells us in his short 
introduction that most of the people 
who ltvo in this part of Gloucester 
are French, descendants of the old- 
time Acadians. These Canadians, 
that Is the fisbere, the farmers, and 
the lumbermen among them, speak a 
broken English to enable them to 
mix with their English fellow-citi- 
zens, who do not attempt to talk 
French.. In their patols, Mr. Ware 
has written bis poetry. It Is hardly 
necessary to add that one Is remind- 
ed at once of the foimitable Habi- 
tant poems of the fate Dr. Drum- 
mond, but in spite of that fact Mr. 
Ware has put individuality into his 
work. His vorses tell of different 
phases of the life of these workers, 
and he sketches [nto them a nice ap- 
preclation of Canadian scenery. In

example, one gets a picture that falls 
to mind famillar scenes:

Canadians Are Learnlhg Many Popw- 
lar English Words. 

The battlefields of France have 
served as a clearing house for slang, 
and many exchanges. have take 
Place between the Canadians and the 
Engilsb of expressive words that the 
boys are adding to the language of 
to-morrow, The British Tommies 
took readily ‘to “attaboy,” *‘gink.” 
and “Bonehead,” and similar Ameri- 
canisms, and in return the Canadians 
have secured a great deal of British 
slang, which is on the whole more 
pieturesque than the American ¥a- 
rlety. Early In the game the Cana- 
dians learned the classic “Apoo,” 
which is the British Tonimy’s ren- 
dering of the French phrase which 
means “There is no more room," and 
also to refer to a ceriain brand of. 
cheap cigareties popular throught 
the Dritish army as ‘‘sthgles .to 
Woking,” “‘singles'’” being short for 
“single tckets,” and Woking a town 
that Is chiefly famous for “its big 
crematorium! The Canadian soon 
learns, too, to refer-to all cheap ciz- 
arettes as “gaspers, ** and to any soft 
Job as a*"“curby" one, Even a light 
wound Is a “cushy” or a “bligbty” 
one, In that, while not disabling the 
recipient, jit will restore him -to 
“Blighty! (iugland) and comfort. 
The Canadian learns that to be re- 
proved Is to be “ticked off,” and 
that to be jJeered at is to “get the 
bird,” this being theatrical slang, a 
performer who is hissed belng sald 
to have “got the bird,”"——the “bird” 
fn question being supposedly a 
goose, which when- annoyed, hisses 
Ite wrath. 

At the hospital, either in the 
wards or the recreation room, the 
collector of outre, neologisms would 
bave a happy hunting ground, ‘Pass 
the oojah,’ says.the one-armed man 
who is playing billiards. What is 
the cojah? The oojah is any object 
fn heaven or earth; it is the thing 
which bas no name or the name of 
which you have momentarily forgot- 
ten. The one-armed man, about to 
make his stroke, requires the fittle 
twisted wire bridge, mounted ona 
lead pedestal, that forms the cue‘s 
Test which, poor chap! he ought to 
have formed with his lost hand, So 
he demands the oojah, which is army 
for what-d’ye-call-it. And bis oppo- 
nent, whose face is so disfigured that 
he has had to be given a molded 
mask to cover pdrt of It, dubs bis 
mask his oojab. C 

“Oojah-tnay have come from the 
East, with ‘cushy,’ .and ‘blightly,’ 
and ‘bondbook* (a rifle), and ‘Sieeda’ 
(good morning), and ‘burgoo" (por- 
ridge), a host of §ther jolly syno- 
nyms. -But where ‘click’ and 
‘rumble’ originate? To be rumbled 
ls to be found out; you may be 
‘rumbled swinging the lead,’ which 
means that your shamming or shirk- 
ing is detected. But if you apply for 
a ‘soft Job,’ and obtain it' you have 
“‘sucked.’” 


Papincan—Soldier and Patriot. 


The death of Major Talbot Papin- 
eau of the Princess Patriclas Light 
Infantry in Flanders removes a 
young French-Canadian leader who, 
because of his aptitude for public af- 
faira as well as his ancestry, com- 
manded the respect and support of 
many of the younger , keneration 
throughout the Province “of Quebec. 
The grandson of the leader of the Re- 
bellionvof 1837, dnd a cousin of Mr. 
Henri Bourassa, Talbot Papineau 
was a keen soldier, a devoted patriot, 
and an ardent supporter of the jus- 
tice of ‘Dritain’s cause. No finer or 
more low'cal defence of the attitude 
of Canada and the Empire toward 
the -war has been penned by any Can- 
adian than Papineau’s letter of re- 
monstrance against bis cousin's dan- 
serous utterances. 

And now the gallant gentle: 
who tried to stem the tide of anli 
war sentiment among his fellow- 
country men of Quebec hbdygiven his 
life for the cause he so wiiole-heart- 
edly espoused. He might have lived 
in ignoble ease bad he so desired. Ho 
might bare choses, without reproach 
after his fine record of active ser 
vice, to be known as the Canadian 
historian of the war, for that pos 
would have been his had he contin 
ued to do the staff work to which he 
had been assigned. But Papineau 
was'a fighting man, not a bomb- 
proofer. He went back to bis bat- 
talion feeling that by so doing he 
could set an example to others as 
well as perform the service most 
congenial to him. For Talbot Pap- 
ineau the bugle will not sound again, 
May his death in freedom’s cause atir 
like a bugle call the people of his 
beloved Province, whose failure to 
rise to a great opportunity saddened 
and perplexed him, but never de- 
stroyed his faith in and affection for 
the French-Canadian race. English- 
speaking Canadians will not soon for- 
get that from the-same historic stem 
sprang Henri Bourassa, the national- 
ist, and Talbot Papineau, soldier and 
patriot, who died that liberty might 
not perish from the earth,

water. The salt water may cv iw 
up out of the month of the well, but 
more commonly it rises in the well to 
a height of -several® hundred’ feet 
above the bottom; and/its supply is 
‘30 great that only a pump of ¢norm- 
ous capacity ‘can keep the well 
empty N 

Whele does the salt water como 
from? It {g’often assumed that it 
filla some’fmmense cavity or system 
of crevices, but infact It is generally 
contained in some bed of unusually 
porous rock, like sandstone, in which 
the pores, ibough minute, have an 
aggregate volume or capacity of mil- 
lions of cuble feet. 

But one question is no sooner an- 
awered than another one, more|difi- 
cult, arises, and the question now is: 
How did the salt water get Into’tte 
porous rock? Has rain water soaked 
far down In the earth and found 
some bed of-rock salt. which {t dis- 
solved and thereby became salty; or 
had’ the salt water some source far 
within the earth, from which) it has 
arisen toward the surface, or fa it the 
water of some ancient ocean that 
filled the pores of the sand and mud 
of Its bed, which In ages gone by 
became buried under sand and mud 
that gradually accumulated on the 
ocean boltom? 

The shells of sea animals found in 
Mmestone and other hard rocks at 
the heart of the continent show 
clearly that the ocean, In some or 
several remote ages, covered a large 
part of the country, and it appears 
extremely probable that the salt 
water found In the deep wells is 
really fossil sea water entombed in 
the sands and muds of former cons 
and now brought to the surface by 
the drill, “which in, innumerable 

places In this and otb¢r countries ts 
being sunk to depths of 2,000, 3,000, 
and 4,000 feet. and even down to 
depths of nearly 7,500 feet. 


Raasian Villages. 


“Although they naturally differ as 
to prosperity, size, and neatnees,” 
Russian villages, Harry deWindt 
says In bis recently published book, 
“Russia As I Koow It,” present a 
uniform appearance, whether they be 
situated In Europe or the wildest 
part of Siberia, All are bullt of 
wood . . . and have one strag- 
gling street formed by detached cot- 
tages of various sizes, which are 
elther thatched, or roofed with wood- 
en slats or aheet Iron, according to 
the means or taste of the owner.” 

“Two prominent objects are the 
wooden church, with its sky-blue or 
apple-green domes, and the wther 
the granary, a spacious black barn, 
where grain is stored for public use 
In case of a lean harvest. The wells 
are also a distinctive feature, each 
having two lofty poles (like the 
Egyptian shadoof) for drawing pur- 
poses, which impart a quaint oriental 
touch to the landscape, while at the 
entrance to each village Is a wooden 
signpost bearing the. name of tho 
place, the number of men, horses, 
and cattle which {t contains, and in 
some instances the number of verats 
sparatiog it from tbe capital. 

“The moujik generally bullds bis 
touse himself, end on to the street, 
and although his tools are very prim- 
itive, he uses them with wonderful 
dexterity. Thus, an ordinary axe Is 
made to serve as plane, saw, chisel, 
and mallet, and is also occasionally 
employed as a weapon of sel- 
defense, or to cut a track, in winter, 
through the snow, Indeed, there is 
very little which a moujik cannot ac- 
complish with bis instrument, which 
in the hands of even a ekilled Brit 
ish workman “would probably be use-

“polling”? of votes both here and overseas in particular con- 
stituencies. 
**From England comes news that a “dead set” was made 
upon Brome, Guysboro, Cumberland (where Mr. Speaker 
Rhodes is now defeated); West Edmonton (where Hon. Frank 
Oliver has.a majority), and other seats. The number of votes 
plumped into such constituencies indicate that many men were 
induced tp vote there who had never been in the constituencies 
in question. 

In Canada 2 heavy soldier vote was placed in Temiskam- 
ing, where Hon. Frank Cochrane ran, in London, in Halifax, 
in Chambly, in Vercheres, in Springfield, Man., in Centre Win- 
nipeg, in Provencher, in the Calgary seats, in West Edmon- 
ton, in Vancouver, Burrard, Nanaimo and in other seats, 
which the Government was dubious about. 


Selecting Done for Them. 


It would scem that the clause of the Act. which permitted 

a man (who did not know the constituency in which he had pre- 

viously resided) to select the constituency in which he would 

vote was taken full advantage of, and it would further seem 
that in thousands of cases the selecting was done for the 

voters. . 

Private messages received from overseas state that word 
was assiduously spread among tit lines to the effect that the 
vote of every man could be traced by his regimental number 
on the envelope, and that those who voted against the Gov- 
ernment would be sent to the firing line.

In the western towns of Hungary a 
good deal of bitter feeling has been 
[broused against the Austrians by the 

swarms of 

otber parte 
vyaded Hunga: 
shortage of food. This the}'do in two 
different ways, One way is to come in 
reat crowds, “‘like locusts,’? as tho 
newspapers say, and settle down upon 
every hotel and restaurant, devouring 
all they can lay their hands on, some- 
times staying for a day or a week-end, 
and at other times taking apartments 
and staying for a consjderable period. 
The’second way is to bay up and carry 
way great quantities of foodstufls. 
Aa the export of food has heen se- 
yerely restricted of late, and as certain 
articles of food are most jealously 
guarded, 'the Vienna visitors hare de- 
veloped quite an elaborate system of 
smuggling. 
theee amateur xmoggi¢rs are amusing. 
The autborities now have quite a col- 
lection of double-bottomed 
trunks and portmanteaus, in the s~ 
eret recesses of which quite a quantity 
of lard, butter, honey, jam, fruit or 
green vegetables hare beea ‘amuggled 
ont of the conntry. 


At a time when lard was very scarce 
milk was very plentifal, so lard was 
melted and poured into -large milk 
cana, and when it wan set 
quantit> of milk wax poured over it, 
just to cover the lard, so that the of- 
ficiala would not new it.

Vienna has made a most bitter com- 
plaint concerning tho restrictions 
placed upon hungry Austrian visitors 
to Hungarian towns. A Hungarian 
newspaper, Az Fat, referring to this, 
says: Our own people, coming up from 
the country to the capital, can hardly 
find hotel accommodation because of 
the foreign “eaters” who inundate the 
hotels. At a time when. all classes of 
the people are suffering from the 
shortage of fond, it is only natural 
that tho ravenously-eating visitors 
{rom abroad should be looked upon as 
‘undesirable aliens’.’”

IS VERDICT RENDERED 





Coroner’s Jury Hears Evidence as to the Fatal Shooting at}. 


Camp Mohawk—Cadet Moore Who Fired the Shot Which 
Killed Cadet Stoddart, Exonerated From Blame 





“That Cadet Stoddart died in Belle-{ 
ville Hospital on Januury 7th, 1918, 
from the.effects of a vound by a rifle 
bullet Apa Cadet Moore at Camp 
Mohawk in Tyendinaga Township, 
Hestinga County, on the afternoon of 
January 16th, 1918. : 

“And that . from the evidence sub- 
mitted we find that the shooting wat 
purely accidental, as Cadet. Moore 
_ was not aware that the cartridge was 
a live one.” — 

Such was the verdict’ rendered last 
night by the coroner's jury in the case 
of Flight Cadet Stoddart; who met an 
untimely deati as the result of a bul- 
let wound fired from a gun in the 
hands of a icllow aviator. 

Dr. Boyce, coroner, presided over the 
procedinzs, and Mr. Pococke acted a8 
crown prosecutor in the absence of Mr. 
Wm. Camew, County Attorney. 

Cadet: Wilfred G. Moore, who wa? 
handling the rifle which caused the 
fatal wound was the chief witness snd 
his version of the affair was as followa: 

“1 was taking a lesson in acrial 
gunnery on January 16th. I was 
stripping a Lewis machine gun.” 
Moore demonstrated strippjng Lewis 
gun, “I had a blunt dummy that ap- 
parently had been used for quite a 
while. I had some difficulty in get 
ting a part of the gun apart on account 
of this blunt dummy. So I went over | 
to another table and picked up a dum- 
my, and stripped that gun three or 
four tines, thia new cartridge having

When 
I left the class I put this cartridge ip 
my. pocket, thinking 1 cduld use it 
from then on in atripping the gun.

Faced with this pressing 
danger, the Ottawa City Council—and other City Councils in 
Canada—went to work and ordered a lot of Welsh anthracite 
coal ‘from “overseas. Coal was not as high-priced normally 
then as now, but as pretty-ocarly everybody else in the world 
was bidding for Welsh anthnicite at that time, the price Ot- 
tawa paid was S12 a ton. The city got a steamship-load—if 
we remember rightly, about five thousand tons. 

Well, the Welsh coal got here, and it was the best coal 
Ottawa ever: saw, but before any of it to speak of was sold, 
the ‘Pennsylvania’ strike came to a-sudden end, and Pennsyl- 
vahta: anthracite speedily became available in Ottawa at $7.50 
a fon: “And there was the Ottawa City Council with aelot of 
$12 'atén coal on hand! 

The Welsh coal was the fines’? ever, but. people didn’t 
know that, and nobody would pay more for it than for Penn- 
sylvania coal, or not much more...

The. vocational rehabilitation of returnsd soldiers sulfering {rom 
nervous discases as Canada is carrying out through the Military Hos- 
pitals Commission, was the subject of an address by Dr, F. Hi.

| SYears pt War. 

<A clear Idea of the edd and flow 
of the tidex of German forces on the 
eastern and western fronts during 
the various phesea of the war from 
the opening of hostilities in 1914 110} 
the beginalug of September, 1917, Is 
obtained from carefully compiled In- 
formation which the correspondent 
of The Associated Press is enabled 
to transmit. \ 

From this it is gathered that hen 
the Germans started the war by in? 
vading Belgium they launched 1190 
battalions of Infantry’ formed into 
96% divisions ‘of four regiments 
each on to the: Franco-Belxiaa front, 
while on the Russian front they em- 
ployed only 322. battalions formed 
into 26% divisions of four regiments 
each. On September 1 this year they 
had on tho .Franco-Delgian-Britisb 
front, 1,369 battalions formed Into 
147 divisions, some of which were of 
three and ‘otbers of four reziments 
each, while on the MRusso-Roumanian 
front, 965 battalions formed Into 92 
divisions were in line. It will thus 
be seen that the German araies on 
the Sighting fronts have been increas- 
ed in the three years of war from 
1512 battalions to 2334 battallons. 

A review of the different periods 
of the war will show how these 
troops hare been omployed at rar- 
fous times, according to whether the 
principal effort of the Germans has 
been directed toward the western or 
the eastern front.” 

In August 1914 the attention of 
the German high command was ab- 
sorbed by the attack on Belgiim and 
France, while the Russian front was 
regarded as a secondary occupation, 
At that time the-{nfantry effectives 
on the western front numbered 3. he 
battalions.in 96% divisions, each dI- 
vision consisting of four regiments. 
On the eastern front, the Germans 
then bad 322 battalions, comprising 
26% divisions. 

When the battle of the Yser was 
fought In November, 1914, the Ger- 
mags Intensified thelr effort in the 
west and brought up their effectives 
to a higher figure and at the same 
Ume Increased the number of battal- 
fons on thele eastern front so that 
they then had 1,293 battalions on 
the western front and 399 on the 
eastern front. 

Then came the Russian offensive 
in Galicia, and to check the Russian 
advance toward the German frontier, 
Germany was.compelled to throw 
more troops on her eastern front. in- 
creasing the number of battalions 
there in September, 1915, to 780. To 
do this It was necessary to reduce 
the number of German bat 
the western front from 1,293: to 
1,120. 

Many divisions were transferred 
from the eastern (o the western 
front when the Germans gathered 
thelr forces for the beginning of the 
great battle of Verdun, with the re- 
sult that in June, 1916, there were 
1,376 German battalions on the 
western front, and those on the east- 
rey front were reduced from 780 to 

74, ~ 

The German drive agginst Rou- 
mania was made possib! by adding 
more than 300 battalions to their 
eastern battle-lind, bringing the total 
on the eastern front/to 899. This 
was done without retiucing the nam- 
ber of battalions “On the wealern 
front below 1,300. 

When the French and British be- 
gan thelr great offensive operations 
in July, 1917, the Germans were 
compelled to bring fresh forces to 
the western front, Increasing their 
battalions there to 1,456 but reduc- 
ing the nomber on their eastern 
front only to 860, Subsequently the 
German battalions along the Rus- 
sian batile-lint were increased by 
the addition of more than 100 hat- 
talions, bringing the total there to 
965 on Septomber 1 of sthix year. 
These were divided into 92 dirisions 
of three regiments each. During this 
movement the battalions 60 the 
weatern front were reduced 1o-1,369, 
divided into 147 divisions and that 
In belleved to have been the number 
western front on 
September 1. These figures do not 
include any German troops on gar- 
rison duty in the Interior of the 
country nor those maintaining Unes 
of communications.

It is 
the Ictest levclopiment of the Cana- 
dian Military authorities’ in Canad2 
and overseas to mett the demand of 
the Dominiou’s ‘soidiers for news of 
their own country. 

Ever since December, 1915, the 
military authorities at, Ottawa hare 
been trying to furnish the boys nt 
the front with news. At first news 
cable despatches were sent {fon 
Canada to London, where thoy were 
printed in Intelligence - summaries 
which formed part of the divisional 
orders. This method proved uasat- 
{efactery because these intelligence 
summaries did not reach the reok 
and file, and, moreover, at times 
pressure of purely military work 
sometimes crowded out the news. 
In October, 1916, the plan of print- 
ing news bulletins upbn small allps 
of paper which were son! forward to 
the front throtigh tie Canadian pos- 
tal corps, was adopted....‘This also 
proved a poor way of handling the 
news, because the slips were small 
easily Jost, and ‘becanse of tholr un- 
attractive form, pot always read. 

Finally, at the begluoing of this 
Year, it was decided to publish an in- 
teresting daily nowspaper under the 
auspices of the Canadian War Ne- 
cords Ofice, London, a Government 
depertment headed by Lord Beaver 
brook. The nowspaper started wit 
& modest circulation among units ip 
France and Belgium an camps ani 
hospitals’ in Great Britains and ‘var 
j received with enthusiasm ‘and a de- 
puana for more coples. 

Owing to the appreciation expreas- 
ied by. officers and men, and at the 
suggestion of Sir George Periey, Sir 
Edward Kemp, in September, decid- 
ed to extend the news service from 
Canada, and for this purpose to es- 
tadlish a news bureau In Ottawa tu 
supply the material for the Canadian 
Dally Record. Captain William 
Wallace, N.C., formerly of The To- 
ronto Star. who had been wounded 
and Invalided to Canada, was placed 
fn charge. The, Canadian Dally Re- 
cord now consisis of four paxes, 
magezine size,.and each {ssue con- 
tains the happenings of the: preced- 
ing twenty-four hours In ‘Canada 
The newa {s furnished from Ottawa 
by cable nightly, and through the 
medium of. press clippings. and spe- 
¢lal articles forwarded by mail. The 
Canadian Presa)Limited gives access 
to its news service free of charge 
Thanks to. the.co-operation of the 
Canadian Army Postal Service, tte 
paper reaches the majority of the 
units in France on the day of pubil- 
cation, containing news despatched 
on tbe previvus day. ° It fe hoped to 
#0 extend the circulation that every 
indjridual member of the Canadian 
Expeditionary Force can count on 
secing the newspaper daily. *

this most vital resource, especially as our lack of coal urgently {n- 


creases the necessity. 


The second subject referring to “War needs and mineral pro- 
duction’ ‘is in our case closely allied with the former subject, for it 
must be apparent fo all that the utilizing of our electrical power is our 
only hope in having our mfherals of Hastings County developed. 

There f no doubt many minerals in our county which if de- 
voloped would help materially to-win the war, and adjacent to these 
deposits are mighty water powers, which solve the problem of refin- 


ing these products. 


Whea a deputation from the County of Hastings visited Ottawa 
in the autumn of 1917 with a_view of having corrected some of the 
misleading reports made by Government experts on the mineral de- 
posits of North Hastings, ono of the requests urged by the deputation 


was that tho’Government should 


make a practical experiment fo 


demonstrate that the fron ore of Hastings County could be worked on 
a commercial basis by the electrical process. 

The minister who received the deputation tried to discourage 
the pressing of this request on the ground that there was no prece- 


dent for such a proceedure. 


The chief mission of the deputation was 


to emphasize the necessity of establishing new precedents, for 
who would want to follow the old-system which had proven 80 disas- 
trous to the mining activities of Hastings County! 

Tho monies spent on salaries in connection with the department 
of geology and mincrology would go far toward covering the expense 
of making this experiemnt and would render the country Infinitely 
greater return, if the experience of Hastings County with these men 
under the present system is to be taken aa dn example of their useful- 


ness.

arrival of the Red Croas parcels front

“We were always very glad to get 
the eee parcels,” he added, /*tand al 
the Swiss bread, for from those par- 
cels we were uble to cook  ehough 
thinge to keep ue alive.

LONDON, Jan. 23.—Lord Rhond- 
da, food controller, has taken drastic 
measures to deal with the meat short- 
ayo, An official order was issucd to- 
dey, applying to all hotels, restaur- 
ants, boarding houses -and public 
places, to begin forthwith. It specifies 
two meatless days weekly—Tucsdays 
and Fridays, in the London district, 
and Wednesdays and_Fridays in other 
parts.of the kingdom. Between the 
hours of 5 and 10.30 o'clock in the 
morning no meat, poultry or game 
may be consumed on any day and no 
mijk may be cousuined as a beverage 
except by children under ten years of 
age.

STEFANSSON’S TRIP. 





Explorer Is Returning After Mae 
» Months in the Argtic. 

‘Vilbjalmar Stefansson, the Cana- 
dian explorer, and bis party are 
safe. A message received by Mr. G. 
J. Deabarats, Deputy Minister © of 
Naval Affairs, announced that Mr. 
Stefansson and party have arrived 
safely at Fort Yukon, Alasks,-from 
the far north, This means that the 
explorer about whose safety there 
has been considerable doubt for sev- 
eral months past Is coming back to 
civilization after bis long sojourn tn 
the Arctic regions. 

It fs presumed ‘that the party will 
now make their way to Nome, and 
walt for the first steamer that will 
bring them back to Canada, * It is 
possible, however, that Stefansson 
may decide to go overland to Daw- 
son. 

It is understood here © that Mr,° 
Stefansson, who was in charge of the 


je-dim | Dorthern division of the Canadian 


Arctic expedition, spent -ladt winter 
on Melville Island. ‘It was thought 
he would come out either via Lan- 
caster Sound and Labrador or ‘the 
Bebring Sea:. Apparently he has not 
chosen elther of these routes, but 
chose to come over the ice to 
Herschell Island and from there to 
Alaska, probably by way of Fort 
MacPherson. His party consists of 
about 24 men. 

The Canadian Arctic Expedition 
set out for the north in. 1913. . It was 
divided into the northern and south- 
ern divisions. - The northern division 
Rroposed to explore unknown parts 
of the Béaufort Sea, carry on inves- 
tigationa in the northern islands, and 
search for new land. The members 
of this division set out In the Gor- 
ernment steamer Kariuk.* They pro- 
posed to establish a base on Banks 
or Prince Patrick islands. Shortly 
after passing Point Barrow, how- 
ever, the vessel became ico-bound 
and was carried eastward. as far as 
Thetis island. As It appeared that 
the vessel was frozen In for the win- 
ter, Mr. Stefansson, with a small 
party set out for the mainiaod on a 
hunting trip. During their absence, 
the Karluk, with the remainder of 
the northern division, was carried 
away, crushed by the ice and sunk. 

In endeavoring to reach Herald 
Island, elght members of the party 
lost their lives. The remainder, 
numbering nine men, including Capt. 
R: A. Bartlett; succeeded {n reaching 
Wrangel Island. Bartlett journeyed 
on-foot to the Siberian coast and 
thence to Alaska, In the Herman,- 
where he was able to communicate 
with the oulside world to have relief 
ships sent. The shipwrecked men 
were taken from Wrangel Isfind by 
the schooners King and Wing, and 
transferred to the U. S. Revenue cut- 
ter Bear, which landed them at Vic- 
torla, B.C. 

Despite the loss of the Karluk, Nr. 
Stefansson determined to continue 
his work in the far north, He made 
arrangements to journey on foot over 
the ice to unknown parts of Beaufort 
Sea, it being understood that a ves- 
se] would be sent to Bank Island in 
the summer of 1914 provided he did 
not return before the breaking up of 
the Ice, The party, after being car- 
ried eastward to the 140th meridian 
proceeded northward, but they were 
compelied to make for land at Nor- 
way Island, when they proceeded 
south to Kellett, where’ they were 
met by George Wilkins with the Nary 
Sacks. 

A base was established at Kellett, 
from which Nr. Stefansson made a 
journey across Southern Banks 
Island to locate Eskimos.in the vi- 
cinity of Prince of Wales Strait. 
Failing to locate them, he returned 
}to.Kellett and made arrangements 
for a trip northward. 

With a small party he proceeded as 
far as Cape Alfred, and from thesce 
north-westerly. It was ascertained 
that no land existed in this direction 

The breaking up of the ice obliged 
Siefansson to discontinue the expedi- 
tion for 1915, He arrived at Prince 
Patrick Island and followed its shore 
northward té Cape NcClilotock. 
From there they set out over the fce 

| {na northerly direction and in three 
days land unmarked_on any chart 
was seen. From obsérvations taken 
the Jand appeared to’ be extensive. 
Owing to the latences of the season 
he was oblixed to hasten back 
Kellett. 

Mr. Stefansson continued his ex- 
ploration work within the Areiic 
circle during 1916, with Kellett as 
hia. base. An expedition under Nr. 
Storkerson was sent {fn the Polar 

| Bear, which had been purchased, to 
the new land to carry on survey 
work. When the Polar Bear party

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CONSERVING CANADA'S TIMBER RESOURCES. 


tae is. gratifying to khow that the government of the Proyince of 
Ontario is taking practical steps to protect what is left of the forest 
wealth of the province. For many years the system of protecting the 
forests from the ravages of fire has been haphazard at‘best and the fire- 
ranging system in vogue has been largely an annual vacation for o 
bunch of green college students. Every year an immense amount of 
damage hasbeen wrought among standing timber by forest fires ac- 
companied at times by loss of life, particularly in the two great’ fires 
which swept large areas of Northern Ontario in the past few years, The 
‘deplorable loss of life and property in these conflagrations laid bare the 
inadequate system of fire-ranging and the provincial department of 
Lands, Forests and Mines took up the gussiion of protecting the forests 
{rom fire in a vigorous manner. Tall \watchtowers have beep erected 
for. observation purposes and telephone lines installed so an outbreak of 
fire canbe’ spotted whether near or far and a force of fire fighters con- 
centrated in the danger zone before the flames have a chance to spread. 

Observers in the watchtowers can look out-over a vast stretch of 
country and mark the first sign of fire to appear anywhere. The alarm 
is immediately sounded and battle given to the flames while in the in- 
cipient stage. 

~~ Consideration is also.being given to the possible advantages of us- 
ing aeroplane patrols to add to tle efficiency of the forest fire fighter, 
and it is quite within the range of probability that a.flight squadron 
may assist at no distant’day in protecting the forests. 

"It is also essential thay fhe forest wealth of Ontario be conserved 
by a practical system of réforestry, and this question is being given 
due attention bythe government i in an effort to develop a System which 
will give the best results. 

* The reckless waste of Canada's forest wealth is emphasized by the 
Steady disappearance of lumber mills in the older communities, the: saw 
batteries having stcadily retreated northward as the forests have been 
cut and slashed to get the quickest financial returns, with no provision 
for the permanency of the industry or regard for the future. 

With a sane policy of ensuring the permanence of the lumber in- 
dustry: there. should be - -joincd, x policy of conserving Ontario's forest 
wealth in firewood. Hitherto farms have been denuded in. the process of 
clearing {or crop areas, the wood lots being held in low esteem as pro- 
Guctive” oaly "of hard work with small financial return. The old woud 
burner i in the farmer's home has been succeeded "by the coal burner, and 
in the present coal, scarcity the strange spectacle is afforded of the farmer 
Selling ‘wood of.a very poor quality to the townspeople at high prices 
and turning his-wood money into coal with a large margin of profit on 
the transaction. ; 

“If the insane policy of getting rid of the forest resources: with no 
provision for the future in reforestry is succeeded by a sane policy of 
conservation a very progressive forward step will have been taken and 
the businesslike policy of the department of Lands, Forests and Mines 
for Ontario, under that energetic minister, Hon, G. H. Ferguson, is 


worthy of all commendation as a distinct departure from the deep ruts |; 


of the old blazed trail which his predecessors were content to travel. 
Hon. Mr. Ferguson has given, a great deal of time and carnest 
study to the problem of making his department. one of efficiency and 
valac to the public rather than a red tape emporium and his personal

FLOUR WILL BE HIGH QUALITY, PLENTIFUL—_ : 
AND MORE CONDUCIVE TO HEALTH

Canada [s to have e standard flour and standard bread. Canadian mills 
will not be permitted Yo uso more than 265"pounds of spring wheat 
or more than 275 pounds of winter wheat to produce 196 pounds of 
flour. This will give standard grades of spring wheat and winter 
wheat flour for all Canada, and no mill will be allowed to manufacture 
flour ofa lower oxtraction than the standard. By making available 
a larger part of the wheat berry for human consumption, and by stop- 
ping the manufacture of patent flour, a considerable saving of wheat 
for export to the allied, nations will be effected. Moreover, a uniform 
extraction will bo established which may be Increased if considered 
advisable. 

STANDARD LOAF ALSO vi 
The Food Controller is also making arrangements for a standard 
* Joat of bread from the standard flour. He has written to >millers, 
wholosalo flour dealers, wholesale grocers, retall flour dealers and! re- 
tall grocers, emphasizing the necessity of discouraging hoarding of 
flour. It fs pointed out that the new regulations will not lessen the 
quantity available for consumption in the Dominion, ‘ ¥ 
Millers are asked not to sell more than the usual quantities of 
flour to bakers and wholesale dealers, and to advise their customers 
not to stock heavily with rogular grades of flour. Wholesale deal- 
ors aro asked ‘not to allow retall dealers to stock heavily with regular 
grades of flour, and retail dealers are asked not to sell more than 

one week's supply of flour to families, except In cases where it is im- 

possible for the customers to secure supplies weekly. Millers are 

also yequested not to require dealers to, take certain quantities of 

flour when purchasing other products of the mill. 


WARNING TO HEED REQUESTS. 


Mr. Hanna states that it should be distinctly understood that 
“millers, wholesalers and retallers who do not accede to {hese re- 
quests will be promptly dealt with, and the shipment of flour by or to 
these persons will be prohibited.” 

The letter adds that a date will be set, after which bakers will 
bo. required to sell their bread based on the price of ‘the standard 
flour. Therefore, bakers who purchase largo stocks of patent flour 
may find themselves in an unfortunate position when the orcer is is- 
sued for the production of bread from standard flour, 


The standart four will be of high quality, and will be quite as 
palatablo as the patents, and even more conducive to health, Samples 
of the standard spring and winter wheat fours will be furnished, and 
all mills will bo required to produce a quality of Nour which will not 
be superior in color to the standard samples. 


BIWEEKLY STATEMENT FROM MILLS. 


Every mill must furnish to the Food Controlicr’s offica every two 
weeks a statement showing (ho quantity of wheat ground. and , the 
welght of flour produced therefrom. Failure on the part of any of 

_ the mills to comply with Food Con troller’s regulations may result 
in cancellation of Heense. * Re 

One hundred and sixty-seven Canadian four mills are already un- 
der license from the Food Controller's office. All the remaJniug mille 
will be similarly licensed. The profits of the Heensed mills hive been 
limited to a mamixmum average of 25 cents on the milling of enough 
wheat to make a barrel of four (196 pounds.)

A Great Hishing Year. 

Tho.Hallifax Chronicle tells a story 
of tho success of the fishing eet 
sailing from Luneburg, N.S., show- 
ing that the’season has been a suc- 
cessful on In 1906, it Is said, by 
way of comparison, the Luneburg 
boats numbered. 134 and their catch 
amounted to 120,970 quintals. Last 
year the number of boats had sone 
down to 106, while the catch bad 
mounted to 218,060 quintals. This 
year, with the season over, the feet 
was reduced to 95 boats and the 
catch went up to 256,215 quintals, 
the greatest’ catch in 12 years at 
least. 

The 1916) eatch of tho 218,060 
quintala sold at an average of $7.50 
a quintal, making the value of the 
catch $1,635,500, ’ but this year’s 
haut sold at $10 per quintal, thus 
amounting to $2,562,150.* The cost 
was higher this year than last, but 
the increase in the catch as well as 
the selling price will more than offset 
the Increase In the cost of provision 
and outfits. The season is about five 
months long and some of the crews 
made upward of $1,000 per man. ° 

It may seem surprising that the 
fishing fcet should decrease in size 
while the catch is being sold at high 
prices, but this is explained by the 
fact that the demand for boats for 
the carrying trade was the cause of 
the decrease in tonnage. One of 
the Luneburg boats, to cite an ex- 
ample, was bought for $9,000 and 
was put In the fishing ficct for tho 
season, clearing $8,000 for her own- 
eys, who then sold ber for $17,000. 
It was a profitable ycar for them,

-The latest instalment of tts 
use Is at the Ontario Hospital at 
Orpington ond the Canadian Hospi- 
tal at Cliveden, Major George Stoker, 
C.M.G., R.A.M.C., of Queen Alexan- 
dra‘s Hospital at Millbank, writes as 
follows in the Lancet concerning the 
ozone application: 

“The cases were for the most part 
those of cavities and sinuses jn the 
femur and tibia. It is the experience 
of those who have seen a great deal 
of war surgery that such cases ob- 
alinately resist treatment and wre apt 
to remain unbealed for months ‘and 
years.

are prepared In many ways, Tougues 

find thelr way into the making of can- 
ned and pickled meats. Hearts are 
used in sausage. 

Talls, snouts and cars are rich in 
gelatin or give, but most of them are 
sold for boiling with kraut and otber 
vegetables and are much in favor with 
lovers of boiled meals. Kidneys enter 
Into the fresh meat trade of when the 
supply is too large are frozen or can- 
acd, 

Neutral {s a specially prepared lard, 
largely used abroad, and in this coun- 
try an important ingredient in the man- 
ufacture of olcomargarine. Lard prop- 
er is not commonly called a byprodact 
of the bog; It 1s one of the primary 
products. About 15 per cent of tho 
average hog goes into the making of 
lard. The demand for lard has in- 
creased greatly during the past few 
years, It is now used commonly in 
cooking in place of butter. Part of 
the lard Js further processed into lard 
oll and stearine, the former used as a 
lubricant and for {llominating por 
poses, the latter entering into the man- 
ufacture of lard compounds, chewing 
sum, soft candles, fancy tollet soaps 
and olber tollet preparations. 

Small quantities of biood are used fn 
the making of blood poddings, but 
most of it Is dricd and ground into 
blood meal, a popular ration with poul- 
try ralsers as well as a feed for calves 

| that are being fed on skimpilik. 

Stomachs are used as sausage con 
tainers, tbe lining first being remored 
and used as a source of pepsin. Tho 
“black” or curly intestines of the hog 
are carcfully cleaned, processed and 
made into chitterlings, an inexpensive 
food that is fried like oysters, much in 
favor with colored people. 

Seven per cent of the welght of the 
hog Is represented in noneible byprod- 
ucts in the raw state, which aro after- 
ward manufactured into glue, soap, 
glycerin, blood meal, tankage, curled 
halr and fertilizer. In the Mnisbed 
state these products represent about 
4% per cent of the hoz's weight, the 

! balance being lost in evaporation. 

The rinds frou skinned bams and ba- 
cou, as well as the back skin of the 
bog, are saved. “Pigskin is used jn 
athletic goods, 

Mair enters into many lines of man- 
ofacture. A large part is used in the 

{ making of brushes, and the finer the 
bristie the Ligber priced brush is pro- 
duced. It T¥ also curled and used for 
upbolsterins. 

The Waste waters are evaporated to 
a thick brown wax known ax “stick” 
because of its adbesive propertios. tt 
is used in the manufacture of fertilizer, 
as it has a high ultrogen content. 

Rones are used iu making phosphates 
for baking powder and other com 
pounds. They: are also ground inte 
poultry feed, and a large tonnage finds 
fis way Into the fertilizer trade. Bones 
are also burned for ehareoul for use in 
the purification of xirups in the manu. 
facture of sugar, Bone ash is used in 
making crucibles for glasemakingz and 
metal retining. 7 

Tankage is a bone and tissue sub 
stance that is taken from the tanks 
after the different parts are rendered 
for grease. His used chicits In stock 
and poultry fecd.—Jusepty MM.

And it Is. precisely because 
Hamilton approximates the size of 
Springfield that it at once interested 
me when goverament orders sent me 
there. With a popalation of 100,808 
people, noled for {ts manufacturing 
enterprise, in the beart of ao agri- 


cultural community peculiarly vemla- 
iscent of the Connecticut valley, here 


was a chance to sce how Springfield 
might appear should tbe war last 
three years. How Is Hamilton stand- 
ing It? : 

First Impressions were gloomy 
enough. Pale uniformed cripples on 
crutches were the only young men on 
the streets. The comparative quiet 
of the Jatter shows how progreasive- 
ness is halted when the essential 
lively vigor of youth Is removed. 
Older men seemed strained and-ab- 
sent-minded. Buffalo had been be- 
decked with fags. On my errand—se 
mile’s walk—I found only-two flags, 
and one was over the postofice” I 
again noticed lamed men and was in- 
formed that® besides the hospitals 
there were four sanitariums for,mtn 
crazed by the war. Imagine four 
such places In Springheld! Picture, 
also, a mother who bad been told her 
son bad fallen in the trenches, find- 
Ing bim ina visit to one of these 
ranitariums, a crazed uoknown! 

_At length I reached the factory— 
now managed by a survivor of the 
first Ypres. He had been lamed and 
his parents left on the Lusitania to 
bring him home. Both were lost. I 
told myself tbat it must be decidedly 
unpleasant for him to ,discuss the 
war—and here was my surprise—my 
firat acquaintance with the Cavadian 
war spirit. 

They are all—with very few ex- 
ceptions—more than willing to tell 
you about it.° Pro-German propagan- 
da again miscalculated when it 
sneeringly hinted that England .was 
placing Canadians in the front Ine. 
Canadians brag of {t as a tribute to 
their gallantry. If they are to bear 
the brunt of the battle for the de- 
fense of the empire, it is so much the 
more to be proud of. They are not 
content with emphasising that it was 
a man from Ontario who fired the 
first gun at the Somme, but must 
“point with pride” to a regiment re- 
cruited near Hamilton, which requir- 
ed three times its number In six 
monthe-to maintain the standard 
quota! 

‘This veteran of the early trench 
warfare, however, dtd testify to thé 
cold-blooded brutality of it all, of 
which we have heard such number- 
ens tales. The universal loss of re- 
spect for the dead struck him as the 
most borrifying aspect. While talk- 
ing to two comrades one was shot by 
a sniper. “What's th¢_use of talk- 
ig to a dead man,” was only in- 
terruption In the conversation. Every 
morning came the regular ration of 
rum to keep the nerves up to fighting 
pitch, One morning the messenger 
with the grog was shot and the pla- 
toon nearby bad an ‘extra share. 

No wonder. some of them are .morf- 
bid about it. But pessimistie— 
never! Every shop and factory bas 
Its roll of honor prominently posted 
near the entrance. Each family Its 
“armchair” military expert. Every- 
one watches that bit of ground in 
France measured in kilometers for 
Which the Canadians are desperately 
struggling. Vimy ridge is famillar 
to many @ Hamiltonian to whom 
Kerensky 's merely another of those 
Russian names! I left the factory. 
and the evening ewspapers had 
black headlines renilniscent. of Au- 
gust, 1914. Expecting something 
unusual, I bought a paper and read 
that the Canadians) had taken bill 
No. 70. Somewhere on the fifth nace 
the news of the. Russian collapss 
was anbounced, but what was the 
entire’ eastern front compared with 
hill 70! 

They know what it means—these 
Canadiaos! There is no longer that 
hysterical swing of the pendulum 
back and forth from high hopes to 
despair. 
gain In miles to-day and thésloss In 
lives to-morrow. ‘The time element 
no man can tell. Perseverence and 
thrift alone tell the story. Such ts 
the Canadian spirit. 

And on my return to Buffalo, to 
bands and banners, in a word to war 
emotionalism, I found myself ask- 
ing, “Which Is the true patriotism?”

Soldier at 79. 

Though the case mentioned at & 
London tribunal recently—of an old 
soldier of 72 who bas been severely 
wounded and Is waiting his discharre 
from the English army—is remark- 
able, it is not unique. Probably the 
oldest active service veteran of the 
war Is M. A. G. White of Halifax, 
who was discharged, axed 79, {n No- 
vember, 1915, after having been io 
the thick of the fighting for 96 days. 

Last January a professor of Lelp- 
zig University, Dr. Gregory spent 
bis seventieth birthday In the Ger- 
mah trenches, where be was employ: 
ed sweeping dungeons, while only @ 
few wecks ago at Colchester'a whito- 
haired man of 60, Robert Welham, 
arrived from France, sent away by 
bis colonel because he was too old. 

A Meutenant of 68—a Surrey msg- 
Istratc. named Webster—was killed 
in the big push of July last year. 

Last April the death occurred from 
wounds received in action of Trooper 
FitzHerbert, New Z#aland expedi- 
tlonary force, aged 63. There Is also 
the case of Private O'Rourke, King’s 
Liverpool Regiment, ¥bo returned 
from the trenches In Septcraber, 
1916, at the age of 67.

The Pilgrim’s Wa 
at the Front 


JHE road is straltly lined 
* “with elms for seven miles, 
writes Captain Roger Po- 


cock, the well known Cana- 


dlan author and brother of the cele-}/ 


brated actress, Lens Ashwell. West- 
ward it ends at a town. That Js an 
old place, with three church towers, 
and a market square, which Chaucer 
mentioned, and Frolssart filled with 
a fine clatter of gossip 600 yeare 
ago. Now, balf the bouses are 
burst with shell fire, and each day 
adds to the ruins. At the other end 
of the road is a city, once lovely and 
illustrious in her age, which three 
great battles bave ruined and over 
thrown. Here fs a doom like that of 
Pompellor St. Pierre, and though 
the ancient city had alnoed’. like 
Sodom she could not have been left 
more desolate. 

On either side of the road is 2 
lerel country . farmed; with a skill 
and thrift not to be matehed in Eu- 
rope yet covered on every patch of 
pasture and on many arable fields 
with the encampments of British 
armies. A few peasants live on the 
farms who are at intervals chased 
out by their officials, but come back 
at dusk, having no place to go to,,or 
apy wish to Ilvre away from home. 
They sell coffee to the soldiers, silly 
cards embroidered .In silk, veget- 
ables, eggs, and milk. They doa 
deal of washing for the troops. They 
tend the farms, and when a barn Is 
shelled, rebulld the walls. ‘The chil- 
dren play their own fames gravely 
among allen soldiers. 

This road, which leads through the 
encampment of great armies, Is filled 
with the trafic of a pilgrimage such 
as the world has‘ not seen. We 
have read of the Canterbury Pil- 
grims, of the pilgrimage to Mecca, 
aye, of the alx Crusades, but history 
is nothing more to ur than a passing 
of shadows through a haze of rain, 
while this pageant of the road Is live 
dod urgent. The akirl of the Irish 
bagplpes, or the Scots, or fife and 
drum bands of the English come up 
abore the horizon and pass behind !t 
eastward. There is deafening clatter 
of caterpillar tractors drawing heavy 
guns, the rattle of grimly-bhumorous 
tanks, the endless procession of lor- 
ries with road metal, rations, or 
abells, the rapid buzz of staff cars. 
There is the returning procession of 
buses bringing weary, mud-lncrusted 
battalions back to_rest-camp, of 
motor ambulances by“hundreds. . . 
Then there are labor companies 
going to work or returning, rest 
parties on the way to the baths, 
peasant families with carts drawn by 
dogs. Monstrous. trench dredges, 
road engines, crippled aeroplanes 
dragged to camp for repair; all night, 
all day, by the month, the trafic 
from the armies of the Dominions. 
India, and Blighty, and the army of 
Tabor. Sometimes the roadalde 
camps turn out to line the way while 
a procession goes by, scantily guard- 
ed, of German prisoners. 

1 This road Is just as wide, long, and 
{ direct as Broadway in New York, but 
night and day more crowded. Its 
fourfold stream of trafic does not 
slacken, save when the military po- 
Hceman on control opens or closes a 
branch road. Sometimes a shell 
bursts, makes a crater which must be 
filled at once with hurried labor. 
while rulned vehicles are dragged 
aside, the wounded sent away to 
hospital. . . When the trafic halts, 
all men regret it, because In the lull 
one can hear the scream of shells 
overbead. . . - As one grows 
used to the road one begins to notice 
that Chinese .xorking parties are 
never seen here, and Negro units 
only in the Grst mile eastward upon 
the Pilgrim’s way, Two miles noarer 
Is a bospital camp with 60 
Canadian, Australian, and English 
ladies. In the miles eastward of 
that the labor companies are English, 
but only the English who are unfit 
for the front line. But the frst 
line troopa go on past these into the 
trenches. 

Half way along the road the busy 
countryside gives place to a desolate 
waste, the avenue of trees to stricken 
stumps, the daylight trafic thins out, 
and one enters tbe zone of fire 
crowded with British batteries in 
action, Yet by degrees the batteries 
advance, the forward area Is filling 
with camps, the traMfc strengthens 
with the slow stress of a victorious 
army, and sullen withdrawals of 
beaten Germany. And we, who live 
in the wayside camps watch, as the 
1 weoks link up Into completed months, 

the waning of German power, and 
the old German valor souring Into 
spite. Hix worp-out guns are nO 
longer very accurate, so that his 
shells miss the road, and hit our 
camps. His airmen who before, al- 
most alone among Germans, bad our 
heartiest respect, have taken to 
bombing hospitals, deliberately. 

A prigrim Is one who dedicates bis 
life, and we are pilgrims whose lives 
are dedicated. . . Men so pre- 
pared are cheery, confident, humor- 
ous; and ‘kindly, and these are the 
four qualities one finds in every sol- 
dier on that. . . highway.

One object of our Society, in to cdr. 
rect thin as far an poasihle by persua, 
sion, advice and councif, failing this 
threating and if there iw no imprave- 
ment then we remove the child. 

We appeal to parents on the ground 
that they are natura! protects. of their 
children and that both of them are 
need-full to the child's welfare. 

We will not deal too extensively 
with details. We could go on in de 
finitely giving particulars of separate 
cases but wit-not tax your patience as 
we conclude we have already through 
the medium of the press acquainted 
our friends generally with tho nature 
of the work being carried on. 

We have frequently interfered on be- 
half of abused children and in some 
casca rescued Iittle ones from pos!- 
live cruelty and in others have been 
the means of bringing about o better 
atate of affairs in the home. 

Suffice it is to say that 
needs have been met and children of 
every age from (the babe one month 
old to its mother who sometimes re- 
quires protection as certainly as does 
the child) have been rescued and 
homes or refuge found for all, We 
haye beon able to get one boy admit- 
ted into the Institute at Orillla for 
feeble minded. 

Might I aay bere tho care of the de- 
ec or feeble minded {fs a matter 
ms to require more attention 
than has heretofore recelved as fre- 
quently inconfrolled cases come to our 
notice. 1 might say crery means pos- 
sible should be brought to bear upon 
the Government to make greater pro- 
vision for such cases. We have three 
or four such cases in our shelterto- 
night but I am convinced this is not 
the best place for them nor is their 
presence there best for other children. 
We have tried them in foster homes 
only to have them returned {n a few 
days as ‘unsatisfactory.

ers jn German bands. In cases 
which seem suitable an attempt will 
be mado to eliminate the reasons for, 
reprisals by arranging a personal 
discussion at The Hague before 
threatening the reprisals, Z 

Another clause of deep Interest 
provides that both military adminis- 
trations will immediately ,epeat in- 
structions, to all concerned to’ the 
following effect: All captures are 
to be notified by the captor state to 
the other state with the least pos- 
sible delay; every prisoner is to be 
enabled to Inform his family of ad 
address at which his family can 
communicate with bim.. 

Other provisions, in brief, are ap- 
pended: 

Repatriation of combatant’ and 
elvilian prisoners of war under the 
existing agrecments dhall be resum- 
ed as soon as practical, and to that 
end the Netherlands Government 
has been requested by both parties 
to arrange for and carry tbronch 
such repatriation inva manner agreo- 
abel to the British and German 
Governments. 

All tuberculous prisoners: {nterned 
In Switzerland, who are practically 
cured, sball be repatriated after ex- 
awination. 

New and more lenient schedules of 
disabilities shall be drawn up for 
guidance in choosing combatant pris 
oners of war for repatriation direct 
or from a neutral country, and for 
Internment in 2 neutral country. 

Prisoners of war who bave been 
at leasOcighteen months in captivity, 
and who are suffering from “barbe 
wire disease,” shall for the future be 
recognized as suitable for Intern- 
ment in Switzerland or other neutral 
country. if, after being Interned 
there for three months, a consider 
able improvement in healtb is not 
observable, the disease will be treat- 
ed az serious and the prisoner en- 
titled to be considered for repatria-

With the consent af jie Swiss Gor- 
ernment, there sball effectuated @ 
complementary iatertiment {pn Swit- 
zerland of prjoners who were in 
captivity prior to the Ist of Novem- 
ber, 1916.

That such milk contained 31.59 
per cent. of extraneous matter, or in 
other words, the 85 pounds of milk 
sent in by him on that day actually 
contsine! no leas than 182 pounds. of 
added water. There js no evidence 
before me that the milk drawer or 
any one cleo acted “dishonestly with 
the milk. but the fact remains that 
it contained this very Jarge amount 
of extraneous matter, and: under sec- 
tion IL the defendant ja prima facia 
Hable.

The 
narrators. were soldiers of the regu- 
lar army who served under Lieut.-Gen, 
Adna R. Chaffee in the China Relief 
Expedition, a majority of whom are 
again back In service to ald in the 
fight that ix on to destroy the same 
kind = of QGerman kultur which 
wrought havoc In China, 

The occasion was thy tenth annual 
dinner of the Onder of the Dragon, a4 
the organization of the China veter- 
ans is known. Proxent were men of 
the $th, 10th, 14th and 5th infantry 
regiments, troopers of the Gth Cavalry} 
gunners of the Sth Field Artillery, 
Dlucjackets’ who fought undéer McCal- 
la, and marines who served under 
Waller, these being units that made 
up’ the American part of the - allied 
column which subdued the Boxers and 
restored ‘order in Peking. ‘The dif- 
ner, which preceded the reminiscences, 
was served at Colaizzi's Restaurant, 


all paid op .. $16,000,000 in West Twenty-fourth street, and the in 1900— 


men who told the story of Germany In 
China were Frederick C, Madden, who 
was a sergeant of Company C., 9th In- 
fantry.‘and W. S. Voorsanger, who 
held the same non-commissioned rank 
{n Troop 1 cf the famous old 6th Cav- 
airy. These veterans talked plain 
soldier talk. 

“It is Interesting to recall,” sald Ser- 
feant Madden, “that seventeen years 
ago jhe United States was allied with 
the Central Powers, and all the vari- 
ous forces which served in China In 
1900 were for a time under command 
of a German, the Count von Walder- 
see, because of his rank. Few Ameri- 
cans realize that the Gernians under 
yon Waldersee did not arrive In China 
until after the purposes 6f the Peking 
Rellef Expedition were accomplished. 
Peking had fallen and the Americans, 
British, French, Japanese and other 
allies were in charge when along came 
yon Waldersce with a force of Ger- 
mans greater in number than the com-; 
bined forces of all the nations under 
whose flags the actual fighting had 
been done. 

“How many Americans, 1 wonder, 


‘know that the official slogan of that 


German horde under von Waldersee 
was “a million Chinese lives for vou 
Ketteler!” Few of our people know 
about thpse frightful punitive exped!- 
tions that the Germans made against} 
defenseless Chinese villages and towns 
in the late fall and early winter of 
1900. What would our people really 
think of the German soldier ff they 
knew him as we who had to watch 
him in 1900 knew him and asx our 
allies know him today? We all recall 
those terrible stories, which we knew 
to be true, of the murder of defense- 
less mem wotnen and children, of Iu- 
cendiarism and of looting, In) which 
whole brigades of von Wallersee’s 
Germans swept down upon and 
wreaked yengeance for ‘von - Kette- 
ler’ on those helpless lttle Chinese 
setlements outside of Peking. 

“We all recall-the arrival of those 
Germans and the swagger of them. 
And then the announcement that they 
were going to make those punitive ex- 
peditions. All our soldiers, ag well as 
those of our allies, know that our own 
commanders refused to have any part 
in those expeditions, and there Ia not 
a inan among us tonight but who re- 
members how the poor Chinese women 
snd children came flocking into the 
cainpa of the Anygpicans, the British, 
ind the Japancse to “excape the Ger: 
man petil. And is there one among 
us tonight who {s not thankful that he: 
was of Chaffee’s men and that’ those 
voor Orientals got the protection and 
the square deal they merited? 

“| bave seen and you have seen 
those little Chinese towns that dotted 
the Imporlal Highway on’ that ninety: 
mile stretch between Tientsin and 
Peking. I can see the wrecked homes

bodies of Manchu women, those on the 
bettom dead and those on top not 
much more than allye. f have seen 
three Manchu women plunge to their 
eath In order to escape the shame 
that came with the German column, 
a 1 speak the plain truth When 1 
save it was but a few minutes aller 
there women fell to their death when 
three German soldiers fell dead 


ed their mileerable existence 
from American “Krags 55 

Sergeant Voorsanger, who is again 
in active service, told a story which 
verified In every detail that: narrated 
by Madden. 

“My old command,” be sald, “was 
Troop L of the Sixth Cavalry, an or- 
ganization made up alinost entirely of 
Western rough riders, and when J say 
rough riders I mean rough in the 
most emphatic senge of that word, 

“! know that If the people of the 
United States had known what the 
Germans did in Ching in| 1900. they 
would haveg gone to war long before 
they did, In China the Manchu wo- 
men bind thelr feet—that is, they did 
and the poor things for that 
reason were unable to run, and that 
is why we found so many Manchus 
and so few Tartars in those weila be 
tween Tientsin and. Peking. 

“One day, together with fixe other 
trocpers of the Sixth. f went Into a 
German saloon in the German quarter 
of Peking. We Americans were mind- 
ing our own business when we noted 
the Germans glaring at us ond-mutter- 
ing things we did not understand.

’ BIS NERVE. . 
Toronto Officer Tells About Palestine 
Vietories. 

The following extracts are from & 
letter recelved by Dr. D. J. Gidd 
Wishart, of Toronto, trom his sop, 
Captain, Staunton Wishart, R.A.M.C., 
31 Field Ambulance, who is at pre- 
sent with General Allenby’s forces in 
Palestine: X 

“We are now two days In camDy 
sitting on the dustiest ares on the 
globe, and it is only now, long after 
sundown, that the dust is sufficiently 
quict to allow me & clean pase. 
Dust covers everything. One-quarter 
of an hour alter the washing water 
ia Ixsued and used it is impossible to 
tell the washed from the onwashed. 
However, we ave at “peace” agalo, 
a very welcome change, and there 
are no faces ralssing round our 
board. So we are very. cheer-o. 

“In addition to tals we have the 
great salisfaction of having our dl- 
vision in a ®inning portion of a win- 
ning show; of having our brigade, 
famous throughout this whole army 
for the magificence of Ite achieve- 
ment, and of having been the ambu~< 
lance all the time tn the very fore- 
front and of baving done ow work 
well. So there is much cause for 
true thankfulness. S 

“For some days before the stunt 
wo were moved at night with great 
lspeed from one sheltered position to 
another and thei sent abead, in & 
most 2ig-zag hue, with still greater 
speed for the three days of our 
‘show.’ The Turk was absolutely 
bewildered, his Gank was turned, he 
lost bis nerve, and evacuated pre- 
cipitately a most magni6cently plan- 
ned and constructed 
fences.

Why. no one of us 
was hit. is an’ absolute miracle; 
others near by were not so lucky. 

“The casualties, all things con- 
aldered, were light, the captures were 
considerable. Quile’a number of ab- 
polutely new Krupp guns of variour 
types wore at once discovered. . One 
gunIremember passing was sur- 
rounded by its drivers and horses— 
all killed in the act of trylng to pall 
the gun away, I suppose. 

, “Every objective was taken—the 
entire Turks’ line was swept UD; 
and now we believe the Turks are #0 
far away that only our moat mobile 
columns are in touch with them. 
What the fature holds we don’t 
know; we do know, however, that a 
ine which he calculated could hold 
us has been captured in toto, the 
Turks’ morale {s smashed, he has 
lost, say, five thousand prisoners and 
a hundred guns.

British Captain Searching for Catia 
dian’ Who Saved’ Htm. 


A Boche bullet" found @ resting * 
place In the knee of.a young Cana~. 
dian Meutenant. It was near Be- 
paume. He was of the Fifteenth Bat- 
talion, Forty-elghth Canadian High-” 
landers. His name was Wilfred - 
Bickle. Somehow be crawled’ back 
through the mud, fearing . every 
minute would be bis last, for they . 
were close around him and shooting 
like mad. But he got back: « That 
bullet put him out of commission 
for some time. #8 

Another young man, Capt. David 
Fallon, M.C., of -the Oxford and 
Bucks light infantry, was just about 
to let fy a bomb that had. - been 
hurled to his feet by a German, when 
it burst, shattering his band and 
crippling his shoulder and injuring 
the slde of bis body. That, too, was 
near Bapaume, It was with a very 
faint hope that he, too, finally wa» 
enabled to get back “home” to ols 
own trench, but not’-until’a young 
Canadian had leaped over the top 
and dragged him to safety, the Cana- 
dian receiving a bullet in the arm 
for his bravery. 

It was a real surprise recently 
when Captain Fallon, be cof the 
shattered band‘and injured shoulder, 
met Lieatenant Bickle, he of the™ 
wounded knee, In the office of The 
New York Herald. It developed the 
young Canadiap/-who perhape saved 
the captain's life in lifting him over 
the trenches, was a member of the 
lieutenant's battalion. 

“And his deed will never be for- 
gotten,” remarked the lieutenant. 

“You are quite right,” returned ' 
Captain Fallon; “it will never, never 
be forgotten,” with a smile.” 

“It was on November 15, 1916,” 
Captain Fallon said, ‘and I was sent 
out at night to find the enemy guns 
and gather other useful Information. - 
There was a Canadian contingeat on 
my left, and an Australian contin- 
gent on my right. I was-roturning 
when I encountered tw6 Germans. 

“They were armeg! with bombs, 
and so was I, We" all fired at the 
same time, I guess. My bomb land- 
ed fairly and bofh Germans were 
killed, 1 picked) up one that» bad 
fallen at my feet and started to burt 
it back when it ‘exploded, severely. 
wounding me about the head and 
body, and carrylng\away part of my 
right band. “I managed to crawl to a 
shell crater, where I Nepiained .\bpee, 
days and three nights. 

“tf finally made u start back to my 
own line under darkness. I bad lost 
my directions and had just reached 
a barbed wire entranglement when I 
was balled. 1 recognized a Canadian 
yoice and called out that I was a. 
wounded British officer and could go © 
no further. It was then a young- 
chap Juziped aver the top, dragged 
me back with him and sat me down 
while he pulled up bis sleeve to see 
the hole a German bullet had made 
while’ he was taking care of me.

Canada’s Orst woman alderman is 
Mra, W. J. Gales, of Calgary. She 
wan elected with a considerable ma- 
jority for a two-year term af the 
Municipal elections In the Western 
city on December 11, 

For twenty-one years Calgary wo- 
men have had equal franchise rights 
fn municipal affairs, but this is the 
first time a woman has offered her 
services for the aldermanic board. 
She is the frst woman to offer ber 
services as an alderman and was 
elected from a field of thirteen can- 
didatez. The voting system In op- 
eration in Calgary Is ‘bat known as 
proportional representation. 

Already the new alderman has had 
considerable experience in public af- 
fairs. She has served an secrotary of 
the first Consumers’ League in Can- 
ada, and as president of the first 
woman ratepayers’ organization jn 
Calgary. Calgary being one of the 
foremost municipal ownership citics 
in the Dominion, aldermanic duties 
there are very onerous. The cily 
has a capital Investment of over $9,- 
000,000 in street railway, paving 
plant, electric light system, water- 
works, power plant, and other muni- 
elpal enterprises. 

In her campaign for office she 
held the endorsation of the Federated 
Ratepayers of Calgary, and of the 
Local Council of Women. 

Mrs. Gale was born and educated 
Ip England but ¢ame to Canada with 
her husband five years ago. Mr. 
Gale Is a civil engineer in Calgary, 
and thcre are two sons, both in their 
teens.

‘ The Commission of Conservation of which Sir Clifford Sifton is 
the, motive. power Jand i iration, has in an educational ‘way accom- 
plished considerable good in pointing out errors in lax administration, 
state and municipal, as regards public resources and utilities and sug- 
‘gesting improved legislation. The commission is particularly concern- 
cd ‘with’ the ‘Conservation of Canada's timber resources and has con- 


: stantly urged the prohibition of wasteful methods and the adoplion ol 


a modern forestry policy. 

The Commission of Conservation has just issued a circular to the 
Press on the coal situation, pointing out the possibilities of woul as a 
substitute, particularly in Eastern Canada. 

Coal scarcity will continue while the war lasts, with possibly worse 
conditions next winter, in the opinion of the Commission. which urges 
immediate action in having cut, piled and stored as much firew.od as 
possible to save the coal. \ 3

Experts estimate that two pounds of seasoned wood have « fucl 
value equal to one pound of coal.. On this basis, a standar.l cord 
(4x4x8 feet, or 128 cubic feet) of hardwood such as birch, becch and 
hard maple, equals one ton of anthracite coal. 

The great question in regard to wood is-that of\Jabor, employ. 
ment being so plentiful, according to all reports, that it is just a mat- 
ter of choice, and few men unaccustomed to thé bush would voluntar- 
ily choose the job of woodcutter. Many of Canada’s best bushmen are 
away overseas in forestry battalions, but there are still many men avail- 
able for a wood-cutting campaign on quite a large scale, and pow is the 
time for cutting so that the snow can be utilized for drawing, and big | 
reserve supplies piled up to season for summer, fall and winter use.

ed in various sections. North Carolina, where coal is mined and usual- 
ly plentiful and cheap, also has a wood campaign and the Fuel Adn.in- 
istrator issued a circular urging citics and towns as a war measure to 
furnish wood to consumers at cost. His plan is as follows: 

Let cach municipality (1) buy wood by’ wholesale in large 
quantities for, delivery by wagon or railroad at a municipal 
woodyard, which should be located on a railroad siding if wood 
is to be shipped in by rail; (2) equip the yard with power saws, 
ete., utilizing such available equipment as the municipality al- 
sready has;> (3) use. convict labor, workhouse labor, or street 
force to do the work; (4) use the municipal teams for delivery 
of “wood “to consumer,-cut ready for consumption at actual’ 
cost; (5) Sput somebody: in charge of the work capable of do- 
ing ‘it successfully ; (6) do not use coal cars for shipping i in vour 
supply of wood; (7) if wood cannot be bought in sufficient 
quantities to supply the municipal yard, contract with land- 
owners for the privilege of cutting the wood with your own 
labor; (8) encourage consumers to substitute sheet iron wood 
burners for their coal burners. ° 


Filty Million, Tons Short. 


To show how urgent is the need for coal conservation, the — , 
following is quoted from, a bulletin of the United States Fuel Adminis 
tration: 

“When it is popularly said that munitions will win the 
war, or that finances will win the war, these are merely other 


ways of saying that the production of coal, and its application | 


to the war in armaments, warships, merchant ships, shells; 
rifles, tanks, submarines, airplanes, or locomotives, will win 
the war. The war has created a demand upon ‘the United 
States for one hundred million more .tons of coal this ycar 
than is normally produced. » Because of the car shortage and 
‘the congested condition of the railroads, it will .be impossible 
to increase the supply more than fifty million tons, The re- 
maining gap of fifty million tons will have to be filled in by 
conservation in the homes and industrial plants of America.” 


. The People are Suffering From Cold 


. Consider the suffering caused by lack of fuel in the homes of the 
Jand—not the fine homes of the rich who.can‘get their coal supply when 
‘it_is cheapest and most plentiful, but the homes of the workingmen, 
who, whatever the cause, live from day to day as regards fuel supply 
and are now threatened with hardship because of a fuel famine, hasten- 
ed, it is said, by their more. fortunate neighbors laying in extra supplies 
of coal, for if every coal purchaser who customarily stocks up in sum: 
mer bought only a ton or two extra:the total would amount to many 
thousands of tons. As a matter of fact it is freely charged that some 
people Iaid in extra coal supplies beyond all’ reason and have no fear 
for the present or very immediate future. In some cities, however, 
these coal hoards are being searched out and confiscated, and no sym- 
pathy is felt for those thus treated.

Nonew high record for one day's 
earnings In halibut fishing has been 
made by the American schooner Diroc- 
tor, Capt. Soriano, out of Prince Ru- 
pert, B.C. The'former record, held by 
this vessel, was $30.70 per man per 
day. On-the trip ended Sept. 11th, 
when the catch was marketed, the fig- 
ures were advanced to $43.75 a day for 
each man. 

The Director was gone from port 
eight days. it brought {n° 17,000 
pounds. of halibut, of: which about 9,- ! 
000 pounds were first-class. -The rest | 
was xecond-class, and brought —half-! 
price. . The first-class fish was sold for 
16 34 cents a pound. The amount re- 
ceived for the catch was $2139. The 
expenses were $309—an unusual fig- 
ure, as an extra supply of gear was 
taken along in case of emergency. The 
share of the vessel amounted to $435. 
60, leaving $1394.40 to be distributed 
among tho crew of four men.

Early in the night the Fighting Tenth charged.in pitch darknoss, 
the woods of Bt.

But, outnambered as they wore 
they got the position and captured the battery of 4.7 guns that had 
been lost earlier in the day. 


This night the Germans caught and crucified three of our Cana- 
dian sergeants. 1 did not see them crucify the men, although I iw 
one of the dead bodies after. 1 saw the marks of bayonets through 
the palms of the hands and the feet, where by bayonet points this man 
had heen spitted to a-barn door. 1 was told that onc of the ser- 
ecants was still alive when taken down, and before he died he gasped 
out to his saviors that when the Germans where raising him to be 
crucified they muttered savagely in perfect English: “If we did not 


frighten you before, this time we will.” : 

1 knew a sergeant of Edmonton, Alberts, wlio ines in gis posses- 
sion today, the actual photograths of the crucified men taken before 
the d bodies where remored from the barnsile. 

1 doubt if there will again be s battle fought in this war where 
the feeling of the men will be as bitter as at St. Julien. Men were 
found dead with thelr bayonets through the body of some Hun, men 
who had been shot themselves thirty yards down the fleld of advance. 
Thiele bodies were dead, as we understand death, but the God-given 
spirit carried the earthbound Mesh forward to do its work, to avengo 
comrades murdered and womanhood outraged. It was marvelous— 
it may have been a miracle. It was done, and for all time has prov- 
od to be the boys who fought out there the power of the spirit over 


the flesh. 


We bad seen atrocities on the Belgians the day hefore. We had 
seen young girls who were mutilated and horribly maltreated. We 
had been gassed, we had seen our comrades die in awful horror. We 
had our sergeants crucified, and we were outnumbered ten to one. 
After all this, and after all the hell through which we had passed 
from 6 that morning until alter 2, when we reached the enemy trench 
and presented the ‘birght ends of our bayonets, Mr. Fritz went down 
on his knees and cried, “Kamerad! Kamerad!” 

What did we do? We did exactly what you would havo done un- 


der the circumstances—"Kamernd!"—bah!!
